consumes only half a gill of coal-oil an 
hour, gives about as much light as an or- 
dinary parlor reading lamp (say 
dle power), while the largest or first- 
order lamp, which burns 16 gills an 
hour, gives 450 candle-power light. But 
while the naked flame of the lamp 
gives this much light, the French Fres- 
nel lens in which the lamp is set con- 
denses and concentrates this light, so 
that it is multiplied in power many times. 
Thus the little 12 candle-power of flame of 
the sixth-order lamp has ina lens a pow- 
er of 75 candles; and the great 450 can- 
dle power light of the first-order lamp, 
when placed in its enormous lens gives a 
power of some 12,000 candles. Such a 
lens is twelve feet high, and has a diam- 
eter of six feet. 

The lighthouses are built of stone, 
brick or iron. Many, and especially the 
smaller ones in harbors, bays and sounds, 
are built on the land. Sometimes the 
light is placed in a cupola of a house. 
Generally, however, it has a tower to it- 
self adjoining the house. In either case 
the light-keeper may have his family 
with him, and often there is attached to 
the station a plot of land where he can 
keep his cow, and even his horse, and 
have his garden. But when the light- 
house is on an island, there is only a 
tower, in the various stories of which 
the several keepers must eat, sleep and 
work; and as room is quite limited, they 
must leave their wives and children on 
shore, as sailors do when they go to sea.

Water Meeting. 


The water meeting at City Hall on 
Wednesday was not largely attended, owing 
no doubt to the immense gathering at the 
Coliseum in aid of the City Hospital. 


There was, however, a good attendance of | 


representative citizens. Mayor Fairbanks 
presided. It was voted to limit the time of 
each speaker to fifteen minutes. 
Ex-Mayor Porter 

made a clear explicit statement in defence 
of the company. He had been president 
and stockholder of the company until 
elected mayor. The question now before 
the people was a serious one. Didn’t think 
a city could carry on water works as cheaply 
asacompany. But because of the develop- 
ment of the real estate it might be economy 
for the citytoown. Then the city can 
borrow cheaper. 

Much had been said against the pipes, 
but the facts are that they will stand double 
pressure of cast iron. They were of rolled 
wrought iron treated with a preparation as 
is a plated silver fork. 

The pipes which we had been told other 
cities were taking out were not the same as 
in Quincy, but were cement lined pipes. 
Lynn had 3000 feet of pipe similar to 
Quincy and had no trouble from it, but 
that city was replacing its cement-lined 
pipe. 

The Quincy Water Company had a good 
pumping plant. The new reservoir had 
cost over $125,000 and was one of the 
finest in New England. The storage 
capacity was 160,000,000 gallons. A mil- 
lion of gallons a day would in case of a 
drought last 160 day. The city was now 
using 50,000 gallons daily. In addition to 
the reserveir tlie wells would furnish 450,- 
000 gallons daily. A stili larger reservoir 
could be added when needed. 

The water furnished was not -bad but 
highly colored at times. It was not dele- 
terious to health. The company wanted 
to improve its supply, by changing the en- 
tire bed of the brook, and by building 
a large filtering basin. 

Mr. Porter volunteered to answer what 
questions might be propounded but none 
were forthcoming. 

Ex-Councilman Shaw 
Attacked the statement of the preceding 
speaker on the pipes, and explained at 
length how they were prepared. He said 
it was folly te argue that Quincy could not 
gelanewgrant. Pipeshad been parelleled 
in other cities, and could be in Quincy. 

It was said the company wanted to make 
improvement but he was afraid it wouldn't. 
It could not clean out the reservoir with 
the addition asked. He charged that the 
company wanted to sell; that the works 
were built to sell as quickly as possible. 
They were cheap works and if the compa- 
ny was allowed to go on he pitied the 
stockholders. The city should have the 
right to put in new works. 

George F. Pinkham 
Briefly related the history of the water 
question in Quincy. When Dr. Faxon, 
Dr. Gordon and their associates appeared 
before the Legislature for charter to build 
the works there was not one remonstrance. 
The right was granted and many have 
availed themselves of it. When the charter 
was granted by the Legislature it gave us 
the right to take the works. We were to 
have three disinterested men appointed; 
they should give us the price. Can we 
ask for anything fairer than that? If the 
Water Company could have that clause 
stricken out, their stock would run up be- 
yond par value, Ex-Mayor Porter has 
* given us a statement in regard to the works, 
we cannot take it to be otherwise than 
truth. 

No one believes that Dr. Gordon is try- 
ing to poison the people. If we are ever 
going to own the water works, the sooner 
we get them the better. Did not believe 
he would live to see two lines of pipe in 
the city. Ifthe town had purchased the 
works in 1888 it would have been $100,000 
better off today. The sooner the city buys, 
the better, whether the pipes are poor 
things or not. Nine years have gone by 
since they were laid, and when you take 
up a piece of that pipe it looks as well as 
new. The gentleman last up undertook to 
tell us about the Lynn pipes. Did any one 
get any information about it? Simply 
that they had 3,000 feet of pipe similar to 
Quincy. 

Mr. Howland the engineer, when asked 
by the speaker why the wrought iron pipe 
was put in, said:—‘‘we put in that pipe be- 
cause we called it the best. The speaker 
believed we had a good system of water. 
That it needs cleaning there is no doubt, 
and the company or city should have some 
way of doing so. If it is such death deal- 
ing stuff let us take it and fix it. He 
hoped next Wednesday that the city will 
vote not only two-thirds to buy but four- 
fifths, and when the Supreme Court has 
told us the price we will get the money at 
the best rate. Do not let us be fooled on 
this matter. If we vote it down this year, 
it will be brought up next year and so on. 
Let us vote to buy or have that part of the 
charter obliterated. 

Councilman Sherman 

Was prepared for the discussion, and read 
a lengthy paper which appeared in full in 
the Dauty LepGer of Thursday. He said 
let us try to argue this question from a 
pure business s!andpoint. Let us, for the 
moment, do away with all malice and 
spite, burying if possible A's or B's reason 
for action, and try to comprehend if we 
can what is the best good for all the citi- 
zens of Quincy. 

The most eminent lawyers in this state 
tell us no Massachusetts legislature will ever 
grant the city of Quincy the right to paral- 
lel the existing system. Unprejudiced, 
clear-headed business men are of the same 
opinion. This conclusion is based, not 
only on right and justice, but on the clear- 
est and soundest of business principles: 
Right and justice to the company, and 
none the less to the people of Quincy. 

To the man who honestly believes that 
the city should not own any water works, 
I have this tosay. Look in every direction 
and see the thousand of acres of unoccupied 
an unimproved land in our naturally beau- 
tiful city, and tell me do you candidly be- 
lieve a private company can extend its 
mains fast enough to keep pace with the 
demands of our rapidly increasing pros- 
perity? AsI said in the start thisis purely 
a matter of business. Private corporations 
means high rates for borrowing and a desire 
for quick profits. City ownership means 
low rates of interest and patiently waiting 
for the plant to make a handsome return 
on a liberal investment. 

Fred A. Claflin 
Said the only point against the purchase 
of the water works seemed to narrow down 
to one thing, the pipes. He had always 
heard the practical work was poor. This 
had been proven false. That is the 
objection tonight. They are afraid the 
commissioners would not see the works 
and they would tell us to buy. He 
believed the interest of Quincy should be

| Said his prejudice was somewhat against 
the company. The only two questions 
are: Is it better for Quincy to own its 
water plant? Yesor No. If so can the 
present plant be had at a fair price? The 
pipes have nothing to do with the case. 
Tbe commissioners are going into this 
matter. You are basing your supposition 
that there are to be three asses instead of 
three gentlemen appointed. They are just 
as likely to judge seemingly unfair to the 
Water Company as to the city. Had you 
not rather pay more than they are worth 
rather than have two companies digging 
up our street ?

Said as there had been some misunder- 
standing as to how this question had been 
brought’ about some statement of it was 
not out of place.

He believed the source of supply as 
reported by Blake would have to be 
determined by additional boring. What 
good are those works of his if the supply 
is not ample for the city? If that supply 
was all right we will have to havea number 
of law suits. An engineer had told him in 
order to put in the reservoirit would cost 
$800,000. Blake's report wasa good one 
but he had not told the whole story. If we 
are to have a water supply it can only be 
under the Acts of 1891, and we can only 
operate that in connection with the 
Quincy Water Company.

From the State House. 


Boston, March 30, 1892. 


The event of Thursday was the action 
of the House iv amending the bill to raise 
the capital stock of the Connecticut River 
Railroad so as to provide that all new stock 
must be sold at public auction, There was 
not a word said against it, but the vote was 


sition which has been fought repeatedly in | 
the House before and defeated every time. | 
But then the Boston and Albany road was 
interested and now itis not, The House 
also voted by a large majority that when 
this new stock is issued, the road shall not 
charge over two cents a mile for passenger 
transportation. This, too, is a great ad- 
vance on any previous legislation. It re- 
mains to be seen what the Senate will do. 

Reports of bills have been made to limit 
the hours of railroad employes to ten hours 
daily in a consecutive eleven, and of street 
railway employes to ten ina consecutive 
twelve. These, too, are ip advance of 
anything that has ever before been reported | 
and so the world moves towards satisfying | 
the demands of the iabor interests. | 

Still the salaries go up and the wonder | 
of the private citizen who bas to serub and | 
dig for a living is, whether the average | 
scale of compensation in ordinary occupa: | 
tions is advancing so that these increases 
in the salaries are necessary to enable the 
recipients to keep up with the procession 
of prosperous private citizens, or whether | 
they head the lis’, saying to themselves, | 
“the devil take the bindmost.’’ fn the} 
House there were reported on Friday bills | 
to raise the salaries of the Superior Court 
judges $1500 a year each, so that the chief 
justice shall get $6000 and every associate 
justice $5500 a year besides $500 each for | 
travelliog expenses, and to put up salaries 
of clerks in the East Norfolk, Roxbury 
and Newton courts. 

There was reported a general form of 
city charter for towns with 1200 people or | 
more which wish to become cities. It per- 
mits them to have one or two legislative | 
branches, as tbey prefer, but makes a clear | 
separation of the executive and legislative 
departments. 

The gas commissioners report that gas 
can be sold in Boston for $1 per $1000 feet 
instead of the $1.30 which is charged, and 
they also find points of criticism upon the 
mauagement of the Boston gas companies, 
but they do not bring out such a state of 
corruption as was found by the Boston 
Traveller. 

What seems to be the most important | 
state document for years, taken in a broad 
sense, is the report of the special commit- 
tee of the last legislature upon the system 
of boards and commissions by which the 
state is governed. It has been a frequent 
complaint by politicians and newspapers 
that our system of governing so much by 
commissions was wrong. Hence it is all 
the more noticeable that this committee, 
Republicaus and Democrats alike, are 
unanimously in favor of the commission 
system. They say many good words for it 
and their attitude is likely to settle the 
popular dispnte for years to come as to the 
advisability and success of the system of 
commissions as a whole, This system per- 
mits the state to get the voluntary and un- 
paid service of many competent and public 
spirited men and women who would not | 
serve as clerks or in a subordinate capaci- | 
ty. These commissions were created for 
the most part to relieve the legislature of 
many duties which could be better per- 
formed by commissioners and if the system 
of commissions were abolished this work 
would revert to the legislature, prolonging 
and confusing the sessions, while the af- | 
fairs of the state would not be as well 
managed as now. So the system, as a 
whole, gets a handsome and unanimous 
indorsement from the committee. 

The House has had avery earnest con- 
test over the bill to require all liquor license 
fees to be paid into the county treasuries. 
If this bill is passed, said the temperance 
men, then a great inducement to many 
people to vote for licenses will be removed, 
for how many people vote for license so 
that their taxes may be made smaller by 
reason of the license fees in the public 
treasury. Pass this bill, said representa- 
tives from Holyoke and Fall River, and we 
shall not have money enough under our 
present rate of taxation, to pay our city 
expenses. Holyoke was said to get $40,000 
a year from liquor licenses. So the battle 
raged. The bill was killed by a large 
majority on Tuesday and an attempt on 
Wednesday to reconsider resulted in 84 
yeas to 113 nays. 

Two afternoons in part were given by 
the Senate to the resvlutions in favor of 
putting wool on th» free lists. The wool 
question and na'ivual politics came in as a 
matter of course and finally the resolutions 
were defeated by a strict party vote, with 
the exception that Senator Meade of Essex, 
a Republican, voted on the side of free 
wool,

The Water Question. 


To the Editors of the Patriot : 


In the discussion on the Water Question, 
we have heard of the quanti y of the water, 
the faulty construction of the works, the 
public spirit of the promoters and the} 
necessity of immediate purchase, but little 
has been said of the bonded indebtedness; 
and, when questions have been asked, it 
has been said: ‘‘Ob, that does not amount | 
to anything to us; that doesn’t enter into 
the purchase; the company will take care 
of tha’; that will take care of itself.” 

Now if Iam correctly informed, there is 
a bonded indebtedness of $250,000, with 
interest at five per cent. per annum; the 
payment of which is secured by a first 
mortgage given by the Quincy Water Com- 
pany onall their water rights, works, real 
and personal property and franchises, to 
the American Loan and Trust Co., of 
Boston, whereby ibe payment of these 
bonds and ineres. is secured, being due 
and payable in 1007. These bonds have 
been placed on the market and so'd to 
different parties without any promising for 
being redeemed before maturity. 

Now, in purchasing the water works, I 
would like io know if the city must not 
assume this indebiedness and pay the in-| 
terest until maturity and then take up the 
bonds. Then but little is said of other | 
liabilinies Uhat might go with the property, 
but much about the earning capacity of 
the plant and the dividend declared. Why 
was it decla‘e!? when -o mach money is 
needed to improve the plaut and make 
extensions. 

Now if this bonded indebtedness, the | 
other liabilities and something near the 
price wane! by the company for their 
equity and >tock, could have been placed 
before the people much trouble and ex- 
pense might have been avoided and we} 
could have voted intelligently on this ques- | 
tion. Are we obliged to leave this whole | 
matter to commissioners appointed by the 
Supreme Court if a price could be named 
that we could accept? The cry of *'§100,- 
000 more next year unless it is expended 
on the plant if we don’t buy this year,” 
ought not to frighten us out of our reason 
and into doing something in baste that we 
might repent of in leisure. ] 

Is the General Court expected to die ip 
1892 ? and if we must resort to the Su-| 
preme Court, can we not expect the just} 
treatment next year that we are assured of | 
this year? We realize questions of Light- } 
ing aud Sewerage will soon follow, and} 
while for many reasons | think it is de- 
sirable for the city Lo own its water supply, 
Ido not think itis wise, with the limited 
knowledge we have of the value. of the 
water works, to vote for the purchase now, 
and I am not alone in this opinion.

They are required 
to get their elementary education elsewhere, 
for the Woodward Institute is to be made a 
“ Technical High School” with an industrial 
post-graduate course. Here is a combination 
which has more the character of a smart 
commercial college, than, aS the will reads, 
an Institute of learning ‘‘as perfect and as 
well constructed as any other in the state.”

making and millinery, all of which are 
more easily and profitably acquired in regu- 
lar business establishments by any who wish | 
to follow these ayocations. Short-hand and | 
type-writing are not objectionable in them- 
selves, and, if we have money enough, might 
be introduced after the girl has gained that 
broad education so necessary to an. amanu- 
ensis.

Save Your 1877 Pennies. 


Few who handle pennies every day are 
aware of the rarity of the one-cent piece of 
The coinage, as reported by the 
mint for that year, does not appear small, 
for the mint year ends June 30, and there- 
fore does not indicate how many of a coin- 
age bear the calendar year for the date. 

Thus the the coinage for the year ending 
June 30, 1876, included half of the year 
1876, and the coinage for the year ending 
June 30, 1877, comprised half of the year 
1877. 

Business during 1877 was at a very low 
ebb and little demand existed for pennies. 

Few were minted, therefore, while in 
1876 and 1878 the call was urgent. 
doubtfal if the exact number stamped 
“1877” is known even to the mint officers 
themselves, An inquirer was informed by 
them in February, 1878, that less than 10,- 
000 had been stamped. This would mean 
an issue éf less than 1,000,000. In point 
of fact, however it is probable that the 
actual coinage was far less.—New York 
Commercial Advertiser.

ness—all these facts can be learned when 
the complete statistics of cities are pub- 
lished. Boston, Worcester and Holyoke 
are cities in which all the streets are paved; 
but Dallas, Texas, has but 4.7 per cent. of 
its streets paved; St. Paul, 4.1, and Minne- 
apolis 3.1, while Denver's streets are not 
paved at all. 

The average yearly cost of construction 
and repairs per head of population in cities 
having over 100,000 inhabitants is $1.54, 
while in twenty-seven cities for which the 
census has returns, having less than 100, 
000 inhabitants each, the cost is $2.04. 

The average annual expenditure for 
} street-cleaning varies from five cents ip 
| Buffalo and eight cents in Chicago to 
Seventy-one cents in New York and sixty 
two cents in Cincinnati; but, as the census 
officials remark, there is probably neo 
detinite relation between the cost per head 
of street-cleaning as shown by the figures 
and the actual condition of the streets as 
to cleanliness. Ordinary observation 
teaches us that in many cities 
where the cost is greatest the streets are in 
the filthiest condition.—Carroll D. Wright, 
in Popular Science Moathly for March.

Association Building, Sleeper Hall, Boston 
University, the Hotel Bellevue, and many 
large private houses. But Boston seems 
to have its eye set for architectural glory 
and thereis no telling what the project 
may amount to. 

It is not yet settled what sort of Sunday 
condition will finally be attached to the 
State appropriation of $75,000 for the 
Chicago exhibition.

It is no excuse 
to say that the law now in existence is also 
in violation of the treaty. Thatis only to 
say that because we are not ready to repent 
and make amends for breaking our word 
once, we are justified in breaking it 
again in a yet more offensive manner. Nor, 
on the other hand, is it needful or profita- 
ble to discuss the commercial disadvantages 
that must follow the establishment of the 
policy indicated in this bill. The cessa- 
tion of trade relations with China, the 
withdrawal of diplomatic officers, the 

probable expulsion of missionaries—these 
really are minor considerations in com- 
parison with the greater matter of the loss. 
of national integrity. The only way in 
which this matter can be approached while 
maintaining our self-respect is by treaty 
arrangement. If the exclusion of Chinese 
is necessary, let it be accomplished in that 
way, not by laws which insult the moral 
sense of the people.

Household Receipts. 


Apple CusTARD. Foraquart of grated 
apples stir in a quarter of a pound of 
melted butter and half a pound of sugar. 
Beat the yolks and whites of eight eggs 
separately; stir in the whites the last thing, 
and bake like custard in a deep dish lined 
with puff-paste. 


Swiss Pupprxc. One cup fine bread 
crumbs, two cups milk, three eggs, one 
tablespoon butter, melted, one half tca- 
spoon salt, one-half saltspoon pepper, one- 
half pound cheese, grated. Soak the 
crumbs in the milk, add the other ingredi- 
ents, cover with dry crumbs, and bake in a 
quick over till browned. 


Jounny Cake. Two thirds cup sugar, 
one egg, oneand one-half cups flour, one 
cup Indian meal, two teaspoonfuls cream 
tartar, one of soda, little salt. 


Sorr GINGERBREAD. Two eggs well 
beaten, one coffee cupfulof molasses, one 
teacupful of butter and lard mixed, two 
teaspoonfuls of ginger, one teaspoonful of 
cream of tartar, one teaspoonful of soda, 
dissolved in one-half teacupful of milk or 
water, one-half teaspoonful of salt, flour 
encugh to make the dough as stiff as a cup- 
cake. Bake in aslow oven for half an 
hour, 


ORANGE PuppING. Peel and pick to 


| pieces four oranges and put in a deep pud- 


ding dish with two cups of sugar. Puta 
quart of milk, yolks of three eggs and two 
dessertspoonfuls of cornstarch on to boil.

A grand mass Bie of the laboring 
men was held at Hancock hall, Seturday 
evening. Previous to the meeting in the 
hall the city band gave a concert outside 
which with the speakers announced to 
address the meeting resulted in filling the 
hall. 

Upon the platform besides the speakers 
were John J. Byron secretary of the Quarry- 
men’s National Union; John N. Kelly 
president of the Central Labor Union; C. 
A. Patterson president of the Polishers 
branch ; Charles Mudgett and John T. Lar- 
kin president and secretary of the Tool 
Sharpeners Union; Frank R. McGrath 
president of the Quincy branch of the Boot 
and Shoe Makers’ Union; Alexander 
C. Smith president of the Quincy branch 
Granite Cutters National Urion and Rep- 
presentative James F. Burke. 

John J. Byron called the meeting to 
order and introduced John N. Kelly as 
chairman of the evening. 

Mr. Kelley in his opening address said 
Fellow Citizens and Gentlemen of Quincy: 

Before introducing the speaker of the 
evening to you I think it fitting that a word 
or two should be said in explanation as to 
tbe object and cause of the gathering in 
this hall tonight. Why we have left our 
firesides, our homes and families, where 
perhaps if we were to follow the bent of 
our own inclination, we would much rather 
be than here. 

The reason cannot be that we are satis- | 


fied with the present conditions which} 
exists, that we receive more compensation 
for our labor than actually belongs to us; 
that we work fewer hours than is beneficial 
to us; that we have more of the luxuries 
of life than we have any use for or that we 
have more time to spend in the company 
of our wives, our families and our little 
ones than is ¥ood for them; that we have 
so much spare time that we cannot spend 
it profitably in amusement, recreation and 
instruction. 

No, my friends, if such was the case, our 
time and labor tonight and for all the 
nights and days we have kept up this agita- 
tion would indeed be profitless to us. But 
it is because the reverse of this is true we 
have met tonight to receive counsel: advice 
and encouragement from men who have a 
larger measure of experience in the field of 
labor, that those of us who are growing 
gray in the service of labor and may be in 
danger of falling by the way-side, may be 
encouraged to persevere in the good work 
unto the end; and that those who may be 
present with us to night, and who may not 
have identified themselves with a trade on 
labor union, and consequently have not 
experienced any of the benefits to be de- 
rived from such an organization may be 
induced to see the necessity of union and 
co-operation. In union is strength, and 
when we see the employers uniting to 
resist the just demands of labor, it should 
not require much thought to see the 
necessity of it on our part. 

We are met to night to protest against 
the injustice of a body of men who claim 
that they have a right to organize against 
labor, while denying the same rights to 
others. We are met to demand a more 
equal distribution of the wealth which is

Representative Burke of Quincy has had 
assigned to Friday the general bill to re- 
duce railroad fares to two cents a mile on 
all roads whose stock sells for more than 
115 in the open market. He has moved 
an amendment that no fare shall be less 
than five cents. 

Representative Bicknell of Weymouth 
was one of the majority of the public 
charities committee who opposed the 
310,000 appropriation to Carney hospital. 

It isnot an easy matter, apparently, to 
convince the everyday, steady-going people 
of the State that the glorious and glitter- 
ing ideas of ‘‘ Looking Backward” are 
easily and immediately practicable. 
Though the committee on mercantile 
affairs bss reported leave to withdraw on 
the petition of Edward Bellamy, Thomas 
W. Higginson and others, for a law to per- 
mit the establishment of municipal coal 
yards, yet there have been hundreds of 
signers of the petition and there is no doubt 
that when the substitute bill of Mr. Mori- 
arty of Worcester is taken up, it will cause 
quite a debate,

310 the annual fee for keeping a female dog. 
Nearly every year some measure is pro- 
posed todraw the Jises more strictly against 
the dogs, and dog-lovers need to keep their 
eyes open if they wish to prevent dogs from | 
being legislated out of exigtence. 

The committee on agriculture has re- 
ported a bill to provide for the extermina- 
tion of caterpillars within the limits of 
highways. It is not nearly as severe a bill 
on the abuttors as was first reported, but is 
that the city er town shall annually remove 
j} all wild cherry trees along the highways 
and all other trees upon which the cater- 
pillars usually feed, but where the abuttors 
do this work, then the municipality shall 
be exempt from action. In towns where 
there are road commissioners, this removal 
shall be their duty. 

The finance committee has reported 
against the bill to retire the justices of the 
Superior Court on a pension, but for the 
bills to raise their salaries and to increase | 
the judges from thirteen to fifteen. 

The scheme for the annexation of Bos- 
ton to Cambridge gets very little favor this 
year. The committee on cities reported 
Wednesday afternoon unanimously that it 


be referred to the next legislature.

He strongly condemned the spoils system

The House, from its 
debate Wednesday, is clearly in favor of 
closing the Massachnsetts building and the 
Massachusetts exhibit on Sunday, but the 
Senate is not disposed to be as on the 
Sunday question as the Honse is, having 
defeated one proposition which was thought 
to be rather puritanical, 


The taxation committee, three members 
dissentiug, has brought back to the House 
with the report *‘ ought not to pass’? the 
bill to exempt foreign stock and personal 
property in other states which the com- 
mittee had once reported unanimously 
should be exempted. 


The House went on record Wednesday 
#flernoon, 109 to 46 for the appropriation 
of $10,000 for Carney hospital, but that will 
not end the contest. 

The Senate gave the whole of Wednesday 
afternoon to the bill to compel the cities to 
establish boards of license commissioners 
and defeated it by 17 to 20.

and the political jobbery which is so pre- 
valent and believed that citizens should | 
run their civil and municipal affairs en- | 
tirely irrespective of political parties. The | 
present political system has undoubtedly a| 
firm footing, but the lecturer hoped before 
many years to see this country governed 
by honest and wise legislators and not by 
mere political demagogues. 

Mr. Ramsay then spoke of immigration. 
He believed restriction was necessary to 
some extent, but restriction should be fair 
and judicious. A wealthy man is welcomed 
to this country no matter what his moral 
or social character may be, while a poor 
man is looked upon somewhat as an in-| 
truder who had better have stayed where 
he came from. As a matter of fact a rich 
man does not always make the best citizen, 
any more than does the poor man always 
make the least desirable. 

In conclusion the lecturer spoke briefly 
upon the political and social outlook for the 
future. Judging from the expression of 
approval which greeted Mr. Ramsay at the 
close of his lecture we should say that the 
sentiments he had expressed were pretty 
much in accordance with the opinions held 
by most of his audience. On the motion 
of W. A. Grassack the reverend gentleman 
was warmly thanked by the society for his 
interesting and instructive lecture. 

The editor of the society, Mr. James 
McAdam was called upon to give the vale- 
dictory address. He started out by review- 
ing the works acc: mplished by the society 
during the past s:ssion; dwelt briefly upon 
the advantages of literary culture to men in 
every station in life, and pointed out some 
of the bevefits all had received by numbers 
and taking part in the work of the society.

Letter from H. Hl. Faxon. 


Mr. Henry H. Faxon, who has ‘for sey- 
eral years, both under the town and city 
government, been appointed a special of- 
ficer to enforce the liquor laws, has written 
a letter to Mayor Fairbanks requesting him 
to relieve him by the appointment of an 
‘*honest, energetic and fearless official’? to 
enforce the liquor laws. Mr. Faxon’s let- 
ter is as follows: 

Quincy, April 13, 1892. 
Henry O. Fairbanks, Mayor of Quincy, 
Mass.,— 

Dear Sir: On April 16, 1881, the 
Board of Selectmen reluctantly appointed 
me as policeman for the special work of 
enforcing the laws relating to the sale of 
intoxicating liquors. ‘To enforce such laws 
atthat period of the town’s debauchery 
was a great undertaking, and, to many, 
seemed a problem difficult of solution. I, 
however, believed that a sense of duty and 
right, supported by the powerful arm of 
the Jaw, would overthrow the strong-holds 
of the devil, if an honest determination 
was behind the effort. 

Ic was a conflict of great interest to the 
people. The battle was waged with the 
very worst allies of Satan on the one 
side, and with the friends of law, order and 
sobriety on the other. Your time and 
patience would be exhausted were | to 
enumerate all the hindrances encountered 
in my attempts to serve the public. As to 
what has been accomplished I leave the 
citizens to judge. 

Eleven years have passed, and, at my 
advanced age, I am admonished that I 
should no longer bear the whole burden of 
these perplexing police duties. I, there- 
fore, ask Your Honor to appoint a man 
who is zealous and upright to assist me in 
my arduous labors. Rest assured that I 
shall aid the officer you may select to the

Importance of Good Roads. 


A good road bed pays; it saves power, 
shortens distance and time. It increases 


| speed, insures comfort and safety, and is, 


| in whatever way you state it, a good in- 
vestment. Now, the wagon by which you 


relation to the road that the railroad car 
bears to the steel track; the car and the 
wagon are vehicles, and in the earlier days 
of railway traffic, railway cars were drawn 
by horses just as wagons are drawn upon 
the common road, and just as street cars 
are now drawn in the cities. The ordina- 
| Ty street car, drawn by two horses, weighs 
5,000 pounds; the open car used in sum- 
mer will seat 50 passengers, weighing 
7,000 pounds; total, 12,000 pounds, or six 
net tons, and this load is drawn by a team 
at the rate of six miles an hour without 
difficulty. The wheels of your wagon are 
made round and true; they turn upon 
axles as smooth and well lubricated as 
those of a car; your horses are as good as 
those employed in the street car service, 
and you have every facility for moving 
large loads quickly and cheaply, except the 
single requirement of a good road. Of 
course, I do not intend to argue that wag- 
on loads can be hauled upon a high-class 
road as upon the steel railroad track, but 
I have shown you enough to convince you 
that the ordinary dirt road is in no way 
fitted for your business, and that a won- 
derful contrast exists between such a road 
and the well made highways of other 
countries.— Gospel of Good Roads. 


The Windmill Gani 


Great Sacaiaiet sails all over the land 
make Holland look asif flocks of huge 
sea-birds were just settling upon it. There 
are said to be at least ten thousand of these 
windmills in Holland. They are employed 
in sawing timber, beating hemp, grinding 
corn, and many other kinds of work; but 
their principal ase is for pumping water 
from the lowlands into the canals, and for 
guarding against the inland freshets that 
so often deluge the country. Many of the 
windmills are quite simple affairs, but 
some of the new ones are admirable. They 
are so constructed that by an ingenious 
contrivance they present their fans or 
wings tothe wind in precisely the right 
direction to work with the requisite power. 
In other words, the miller may indulge in 
a quiet little sleep, and leave his mill to 
study the winds and make the most of 
them without assistance. If there is only 
a little wind every sail will spread itself to 
make the most of it, but if a big “blow” 
should come they will all shrink up and 
give it only half a chance to move them. 

If you want to see windmills in all their 
glory you must pay a visit to the land of 
windmills, 


World’s Fair. 

An interesting exhibit to be made at 
the World's fair by the Old Colony rail- 
road is the first car ever run over the line. 
According to a sketch printed in the New 
Bedford Standard the car looks more like 
an old stage coach. It is twelve feet long 
and five wide and was hung on leather 
straps. There is but one door, that being 
on the side, and passengers were obliged to 
climb over seats to reach the ends of the 
conveyance. There are five seats, 
made of ordinary boards. The brakeman’s 
seat is on top, and he took a very visible 
and very active part in the guidance of the 
car. A lever with a cross-bar projects 
through the curved shelf at the end, and 
on down grades power was applied to the 
cross-bar by the brakeman’s feet, the curve 
of the seat enabling him to brace himself 
and use his strength to the greatest advan- 
tage. The car will make an interesting 
exhibit as furnishing an opportunity of 
comparison between the rolling stock of 
fifty years ago and now; and it will give 
the present generation an idea of how its 
fathers travelled, and perhaps give it a 
deeper pride in the progress of American 
inventions, 


The Right Arm 


and Left Foot. 


The right arm is always a little larger 


than the left, but the left foot is almost 
always larger than the right, presumably 
ecause, while nearly every man uses his 
right arm to lift a weight or strike a blow, 
be almost invariably kicks with his left 
foot, while the lounger stands on his left 
leg and lets his right fall easily, because 
he has learned by experience that this is 
the best attitude he can assume to prevent 
lassitude and fatigue. 

This constant bearing of the weight on 
the left foot makes it wider than the right, 
and it often happns that a man who tries 
on ashoe on the right foot and gets a close 
fit has to discard the shoes altogether be- 
cause he cannot endure the pain caused 
by the tightness of the left. 

If when riding in a street car you will 
take the trouble to notice, you will see 
that in laced shoes the gap is much 
smaller on theright foot than on the left, 
while with button shoes the buttons have 
to be set back ten times on the left shoe 
to once on the right.—St. Globe- 
Democrat. 


Louis 


Oils. 


Linseed oil of course you know all about 
—it isthe regular paint oil and you get it 
either raw or boiled. The boiled oil dries 
more quickly than raw but does not pene- 
trate the wood so well. 

If you want a good dressing for the 
dining room or hall or kitchen floor try the 
following; it dries hard, glossy and will 
not scratch: Good coach varnish, 1 pint, 
boiled oil 1 pint, turpentine } pint, and 
mix. 

When you buy wooden pails the outside 
is painted and the inside plain. Coat the 
inside thick with boiled oil and put in the 
sun until the oil dries into the wood and 
your pail will last twice as long and never 
get sour or smell badly. 

When the boys get new oars for their 
boat, let them coat them twice with boiled 
oil, letting it dry in well in the hot sun, 
then give one coat of shellac spirits. This 
is better than paint, for no matter how an 
oiled oar is chipped or worn off it is still in 
no danger of soaking in water for the oil 
penetrates about half an inch, whereas the 
paint is hardly more than on the surface. 
Then, too, an oiled oar wil! never “‘ weather 
check ”’ or split. 

Don't fail to keep in the house a pint 
bottle of linseed oil and lime water. (Mix 
half and half and shake well every time 
you use it.) 

When someone burns or scalds him- 
self cover the wound quickly with baking 
soda (Soda Bi-Carb.) until the pain is gone 
then wash off the soda and bind up in lin- 
seed oil and lime water, and use this dress- 
ing until the cure is complete. It’s an 
old fashioned remedy but there is nothing 
better.—Ladies’ Home Journal.

George H. Josselyn, Thomas M. Butler 
and Arthur W. Newcomb. 

City Clock. 

Councilman Holden presented the peti- 
tion of L. S. Anderson and others for the 
repainting and gilding of the city clock on 
the First church. To Committee on Public 
Buildings. 


Licenses. 

The application of Emma Lark for a 
common victuallers license was referred to 
the Committee on Licenses. 

Drain and Culvert. 

The Committee on Sewers and Drains 
recommended reference to the Com- 
missioner of Public Works of the petition 
for repair of drain on Granite street. 
Accepted. 

The same committee reported that the 
petition for the repair of the culvert on 
Quincy avenue be referred to the Com- 
mittee on Streets. 


Fire Alarm Poles. 

The Committee on Streets reported an 
order granting the Chief Engineer the 
location of poles on Miller, Cross and 
Willard streets, which took its first reading. 

Guttera and Crossings. 
The Committee on Streets reported an 


order appropriating $5,000 for paved 
crossings and gutters. Ordered to second 
reading. 


Norfolk Downs Railway. 

The Committee on Streets reported an 
order granting the Quincy & Boston Street 
Railway the desired locations in Wards 
Five and Six. Ordered to second reading. 

Street Sprinkling. 

The Committee on Streets reported an 
order for the sprinkling of Hancock, Wash- 
ington, School, Franklin, Copeland, 
Crescent and Willard streets, one-half the 
cost ($1,000) to be assessed on abutters 

A motion of Councilman Hammond to 
strike out Crescent street, was opposed by 
Councilmen Powers and Fallon and lost. 

A motion of Councilman Sherman, to 
included a portion of Newport avenue in 
Ward Five was adopted by vote 13 to 6, 

A motion of Councilman Moxon to 
include Newbury avenue in Ward Six 
brought forth opposition to further exten- 
sions from Councilmen Pratt, Bryant and 
Federhen. 

Councilman Sherman favored a larger 
appropriation. 

Councilman Bass thought an appropria- 
tion of $1,000 was merely thrown away. 
The sum of $4,000 or $5,000 would be 
something like it. It cost Boston $800 per 
mile to sprinkle. Believing in leaving 
appropriation with Commissioner of Public 
Works, or on petition of residents of a 
street agreeing to pay one-half. 

Councilman Pratt was opposed to forcing 
assessments on the people. 

The motion of Councillman Moxon was 
lost. 

Councilman Sherman moved to assess 
abutters $1500 in place of $1,000. 

Councilman Gray was opposed to the 
whole order. The assessments would be 
small and it would require much work to 
levy. The proposition to wait for peti- 
tions, where abutters will pay one-half, 
seemed the best plan. 

Councilman Fallon 
amendment. 

Councilman Moxon thought it ridiculous 
to cover so much territory. 

Councilman Powers favored watering all 
the main streets, 

Councilman Fallon thought street rail- 
ways should bear some of the expense. 

The amendment of $1500 was lost. 

Councilman Bryant moved to reconsider 
vote, refusing to strike out Crescent street.

Boston, April 20, 1892. 

The Methuen water bill, over which 
there was a sharp contest early in the ses- 
sion, has been brought back by the com- 
mittee in the same shape in which it was 
first reported. That is, it permits the wa-| 
ter company to demand a price for the; 
franchise for which it will pay nothing. 
Mr. Burke, of Quincy, who has opposed 


any form of bill which permits the compa- 
ny to exact terms for its franchise, will 
make a fight on this issue. He has moved | 
an amendment that if the town takes the | 
property the price ‘shall not include any 
value of the franchise granted by this act 
or any privilege given without compensa- | 
tion,” etc. He also moves an amendment 
to prevent the proceeds of the bonds from 
being put into the pockets of the corpora- 
tors. 

The fizst action of the House on the bill 
for the issue of new stock to the Connecti- 
cut River railroad has been completely re- 
| versed and without much of a struggle 
|either. As the bill passed the House, the 
| provisions for the sale of the new stock at | 
| public auction ard for two cents a mile | 
| fares were both struck out. The 
| showed 87 in favor of these provisions to 117 
| against. | 

After a sharp debate the Senate has de-| 
feated, 17 to 20, the House bill to make) 
|compulsory the establishment of license | 
| boards im cities. | 
| Itseems+hat the travelling expenses of | 
the members of the House, now that rail- 
road passes have been abolished, are $18-| 
| 540 for the session. At least that is what 
the state pays. 

Finally the insurance committee has re-| 
ported a bill to regulate assessment endow- 
ment orders. Itdce: not abolish them at 
| one fell swoop, as s« me people desired, but 
it provides for the botter protection of the 
certificate holders and for the summary | 
closing of any which are probably in 
fraudulent business. 

The labor committee has reported a bill 
to make the law concerning ‘sweat 
shops ” cover all clothing, to require such 
places to be licensed and to compel them 
to put the words “tenement made,” on all 
their product. 

By action of the Senate Friday both 
houses are agreed that the Massachusetts 
building at the Chicago exhibition shall | 
| be closed Sundays and also the Massachu- | 
setts exhibit as far as practicable. 

The committee on agriculture has _re- 
ported inexpedient to examine into the 
causes of the abandoned farms of the state, 
and one of the reasons is that the bill for 
a highway comniission is pending which 
shows that the committee believe that bad 
roads are a great loss to the towns. 

By 166 to 2 the House bas agreed to the 
constitutional amendment to abolish the 
property qualification for governor. 

The woolen manufacturers are making 
strong opposition to the bill to reduce from 
60 to 58 the hours of labor per week for 
womeu and minors in manufacturing and 
mechanical establishments.

Economy in Fuel. 


Economy in fuel is one of the hardest 
things to teach; nothing seems to satisfy 
the ordinary servant but to pile on coal 
and to shake and poke to get the fire big, 
and then pile on more coal. With hard 
coal one can keep a good fire and still use 
very little coal. Give it time to burn and 
keep the draft right. Use good sense and 
never fill the fire box too full. Whena 
sniall fire is used just to keep things going, 
have the top slides open and put on a 
little fresh to keep; then when 
greater heat is wished, close the upper 
draft and open the lower, and in a few 
minutes one has a good, bright fire; don't

Water Question. 


There appears to be a general apathy 
on the water question, at least as far as 
public discussions and newspaper contro- 
versy is concerned. There is no donbt, 
however, but the citizens,have revolved the 
purchase in their minds and that the vote 
will be larger at the election today 
than at the recent election; fully 1500 
and perhaps 2,000. We confidently predict 
a two-thirds vote this time, for the more 
the matter is considered, the more the 
voters realize that the taking will not be a 
hardship on the taxpayers, and that is the 
vital point. With the smal! annual ap- 
propriation of $6,000, and balance of the 
earnings, to the sinking fund, the cost of 
works ($500,000) and $250,000 for improve- 
ments and extensions will be paid for inside 
of 25 years. Should the works cost more 
it will not require a larger appropriation 
but a little longer time to pay the bonds. 

A Councilman has estimated that the in- 
come from the works will increase $2000 a 
year, and the cost to operate $400 a year. 
The former figure is much too small for an 
average. It will be that at the start. In 
twenty-five years Quincy will have a larger 
population than the city of Springfield 
now has. An increase of $2,000 a year in 
income would make the income in 1918 but 
$82,000, whereas Springfield now has an 
income of $155,44790. Think of it, 
gentlemen, what an income the water 
works will pay in a few years, and you 
will not vote against the purchase. 


School Committee. 


The regular monthly meeting of the 
school committee was held Tuesday even- 
ing at the Council Chamber, City Hall, all 
members with the exception of Mr. Cor- 
thell being present. 

Communications. 

A communication was received from 
Lawyer Pattee in relation to the claim of 
Mrs. L. B. Titus, in which he stated that 
the city ought to pay for the damage done. 

Mr. Hall moved the communication be 
received and the matter be referred to 
Committee on Transportation. 


Mr. Roche failed to see where Mrs. Titus | 84™ 


had any claim on the city. The committee 
made « contract with the barge owner to 
transport the children, and if anyone was 
liable it was him. 

Mr. Hall's motion prevailed. 

A communication was received from the 
Managers of the Woodward Institute 
inviting the school board to give their 
views by letter or in personof the proper 
and best work for girls. 

Mr. Hall moved this communication be 
received and placed on file. 

Mr. Roche thought the committee should 
send a recommendation as their judgment 
would be highly valuable to the managers, 

Dr. Sheahan thought the invitation a 
general one and did not think any special 
action necessary. 

Mr. Porter offered the following amend- 
ment which was adopted. That the com- 
munication be received, and the chairman 
of the board acknowledge the receipt of it, 
and in his letter state that the board will 
meet the managers in joint convention at 
any time designated. 

Janitors’ Salaries. 

The Committee on Janitors’ Salaries of- 
fered their report, which in substance was 
that the new salary list shall commence 
May 1; that hereafter they shall be paid 
once a month instead of every four weeks 
as heretofore; that they shall furnish their 
own supplies such as brooms, brushes, etc, 
and remove ashes from the cellar; that the 
new salaries shall be as follows, the pres- 
ent salaries being given in comparison:

Mr. Roche inquired if it was understood 
that the ashes were to be removed away 
from building or simply to be taken out of 
the cellar. 

Chairman Crane replied simply ,out of 
the cellar. 

Mr. Hall wished to know if the janitors 
would be obliged to clean out the cellars 
which were now full. 

Mr. Cotton believed it unwise and un- 
healthy to have the ashes remein in the 
cellar and hoped a rule would be established 
obliging the janitors to remove ashes every 
day. 

Mr. Hall believed the cellars should be 
cleaned out and start anew. 

Chairman Crane said the appropriation 
for janitors taking what had been paid and 
what the new list called for would be used 
up with the exception of $4. 

Fr. Roche inquired if any of the appro- 
priation for this year had been used to pay 
bills of last year. 

Chairman Crane thought part of the ap- 
propriation for janitors had been used to 
pay last year’s salary. 

The report was then adopted.

It is something unusual for ladies to 
play upon band instruments for the reason 
that great lung power is needed, but these 
ladies fully demonstrated the fact that 
there are many things the weaker sex can 
do which the men know nothing of. The 
selections by the band as a whole were 
excellent but a little weak on some of the 
high notes. 

Miss Howe, the reader advertised, was 
unavoidably absent and her place was most 
acceptably filled by Miss Edson.

The Joint Committee of the City Council 
and citizens to whom was referred the 
advisability of celebrating the 100th an- 
niversary of the incorporation of the town 
of Quincy, reported as follows: 

The committee has had several meetings, 
and His Honor, the Mayor, was requested 
te recommend that the celebration be 
held July 4, 1892, and this recommenda- 
tion was contained in the annual message 
to the Council, Jan. 5. 

Your committee, further recommends, 
that if the Council decides to observe the 
Centennial anniversary that the following 
order of exercises be carried out: 


1,—That the Nationa! salute of 100 guns 
be given, and the bells of the city be rung 
at sunrise, noon and sunset. 

2—That processions of Antiques and 
Horribles be formed in the several wards 
at5 a. M. and march towards City Hall. 
There to be joined with a civic procession 
composed of the City government, military 
and other organizations. ‘The whole to 
proceed in one grand parade over a short 
route, accompanied by suitable music, and 
passing in review before a board of judges, 
who will award prizes for spoeapeiats dis- 
plays. Then to be dismissed. 

‘That an address by Mr. C. F. Adams 

be given at the First church, at 10.30 a. a1. 

4—That provisions be made for a yacht 
race to be sailed over the course of the 
Quincy Yacht club in Quincy bay. 

5—That a base ball match be arranged 
for Quincy clubs to begin at 3.30 P. M. 

6—That athletic contests be provided 
for to take place at the close of the ball 


e. 
7—That the officials representing the 
towns of Randolph, Braintree and Hol- 
brook be invited as guests of the city. 

8—That the exercises be closed witha 
band concert commencing at 7P. M. and 
continuingfuntil 8.30, with a liberal display 
of fireworks between the selections of 
music. 

The committee also recommends that in 
their judgment popular subscriptions 
should be solicited, and if the appeal 
should meet with a hearty response, other 
features could be added, such as a balloon 
ascension, and concerts in other wards, 
etc. The programme as recommended 
would need an apppropriation of $2,000. 

The committee also recommends that a 
memorial volume be published, but as esti- 
mates of the probable expense cannot be 
ascertained, it would leave that recom- 
mendation to the future consideration of 
the Council. 

The report was adopted. 

Streets and Roads. 

The Committee on Streets reported that 
the petition for the extension of Brook 
street under the tracks of the Old Colony 
should have been referred to the County 
Commissioners, and leave to withdraw 
was granted. 

The Committee on Streets reported an 
order fora public hearing on laying out 
Butler road as a city way, and reported 
adversely on the acceptance of Putnam 
street. Reperts adopted. 

The same committee reported an order 
to borrow $3000 for the rebuilding of 
Quincy avenue. Ordered to second read- 
ing. 

The same committee reported an order 


0}to borrow $1000 for Faxon Park Street. 


Ordered to second reading. 

The same committee reported resolutions 
requesting the Mayor to order the obstruc- 
tions removed from Liberty street. 

Councilman Pratt objected to setting 
aside the petition that way. 

Councilmen Bryant and Federhen ex- 
plained that the petition did not accom- 
pany it, and would be reported upon later. 

Resolutions adopted. 

The same committee reported that it 
would be illegal to bridge the brook at the 
foot of Reardon street, and the report, 
leave to withdraw, was accepted.

The same committee reported leave to 
withdraw on the petition to straighten and 
relocate Quarry street. 

Councilman Fallon opposed at length 
and moved that the petition be referred to 
the Committee of the Whole. He felt 
that his firm was being persecuted, whereas 
it was not to blame. His motion prevailed. 

Councilman Little asked about Robert- 
son street petition and was informed by 
Chairman Bryant that it had been mislaid, 
and promised a report at the next meeting. 

Councilman Rinn presented resolutions 
requesting the Mayor to enforce the ordi- 
nance relative to obstruction of highways. 
Adopted. 

Councilman Holden presented the peti- 
tion of the Quincy & Boston Street Rail- 
way fora relocation of tracks on Water 
street. Referred to Committee on Streets. 

An order offered by Councilman Feder- 
hen that the Committee on Elections meet 
Saturday evening, April 30, to receive 
returns, was adopted. 

Councilman Moxon offered an order 
authorizing the Treasurer to borrow $150,- 
000 in anticipation of taxes. Read and 
referred to Committee on Finance. 

Calendar. 

The order granting location of poles on 
Miller, Cross and Willard streets, and the 
order appropriating $5000 for paved gut- 
ters and crossings, were passed to be en- 
grossed. 

The order granting the Quincy & Boston 
Street Railway certain locations on Han- 
cock and Beale streets took its second read- 
ing and the question came on engrossment. 

Councilman Sherman asked if flat rails 
were to be laid upon the private ways. 

Councilman Bryant said Council had no 
authority over private ways. 

Councilman Sherman said it might make 
a bargain with the company whereby a 
certain kind of rail would be laid. 

Councilman Moxon thought no more 
grants should be given until the company 
put its present tracks in condition. It 
was an outrage that the company sbould 
have the exclusive use of ten or twelve 
feet of the entire length of Hancock 
street. 

Councilman Bryant did not think the 
company intended todo what was right. 
He would fayoran order to order up the 
tracks on Hancock street unless paved in a 
reasonable time. 


STEPHEN L. BARTLETT, importer, Boston, Mass. Commissioner Ewell said it was difficult 


to get the street railway company to do 
what was right. He explained how it had 
raised its track after the grade had been 
established, and how it was abusing the 
city. 

Councilman Little said there was the 
same grievance in Ward Four, the com- 
pany had the exclusive use of a certain 
part of Copeland street. 

Councilman Federhen thought street 
railway should receive fair play. It was 
disagreeable in some instances to have rails 
as they were, but the corporation was im- 
proving. ‘The company carried 50,000 a 
month, people who could not afford a 
carriage, and these people had some rights. 
The railway would never have been built 
had paving the entire length been required. 
As it was there was much difilculty in rais- 
ing sufficient funds tostart. Did not think 
anything more could be done under the 
petition than was contemplated. 

Councilman Sherman inquired if it was 
the poor men who petitioned for the loca- 
tion. 

Councilman Federhen thought it bad 
taste for the gentleman to oppose the 
petition because it was for the benefit of a 
rival real estate firm. 

Councilman Sherman did not consider it 
a rival, and he was not opposed to the 
petition. Was not acting now as manager 
of a land company but as a Councilman for 
the interest of Ward Five and the city. Did 
not think the street railway company had 
treated Ward Five fairly. 

Councilman Moxon thought the Council 
had the key to the situation, the connec- 
tion, 

Councilman Bryant thought if the com- 
pany was given the alternative to pave its 
tracks on Hancock or take them up it 
would not take five minutes to decide. 
People have been abused. 

Councilman Moxon asked, is it right¢o 
grant any more locations under these cir- 
cumstances. 

Councilman Bryant favored the grants 
under restrictions. 

Councilman Federhen thought company 
had acted fairly. That it had done more 
paving than the city. 

Councilman Fallon opposed the laying 
of any more T rails. 

Councilman Powers thought order con- 
tained all the restrictions desired. 

Voted 7 to 12 not to adjourn. 

Councilman Moxon moved to recommit 
to Committee on Streets. 

Councilman Federhen opposed. 

Councilman Bryant favored laying report 
on table. 

Voted not to recommit. 

Voted not to lay on table. 

Order passed to be engrossed. 

Adjourned at 10.20.

Letter from the State House.

Boston, April 1892. 


The Senate bill to authorize the Quincy 
and Boston Street Railway Company to lo- 
cate its tracks in the towns of Weymouth, 
Braintree and Milton, and in a certain por- 
tion of the city of Boston, is far down in 
the calendar of the House and it would not 
be strange if it were not reached for two 
weeks. 

The Sunday closing question at Chicago, 
as far asrelates to the Massachusetts ex- 
hibit, was settled in the Senate on Thurs- 
day. Senators Gilman, of Middlesex, and 
Nichols, of Worcester, though opposed by 
Senator Simpkins, of the Cape district, yet 
were able to carry the Senate (and the 
Cape Senator gracefully yielded) and they 
concurred with the House, so that it now 
stands as a resolution of the legislature 
that the Massachusetts building and, as far 
as possible, the Massachusetts exhibit shall 
be closed on Sunday. 

The first debate on biennials occurred on 
Thursday, when a resolve for biennial 
state elections was substituted for an ad- 
verse report by 79 to 66. It was pretty 
nearly a party vote, though two of the 
speakers, Messrs. Roe, of Worcester, and 
Presbo, of Boston, were Republicans. It 
seemed to be generally agreed that there 
was no hope of substituting a resolve for 
biennial sessions also, and the effort was 
not made. 

Base ball has attractions for the legisla- 
ture as well asfor others. Short sessions 
were held Thursday to enable the members 
to use the complimentary tickets which 
were distributed to them all. 

Two decisive and important acts were 
taken by the House Friday afternoon. 
The bill for the exemption of municipal 
bonds from taxation, which had been sup- 
ported by a majority of the members in a 
previous stage, was beaten by a vote of 63 
yeas to 95 nays on ordering to a third read- 
ing. Mr. Mellen, of Worcester, was the 
leading opponent of the bill, and the sig- 
nificance of the action of the House 
seemed to be its willingness to endorse the 
doctrine that wherever a rich man can be 
found he is to be taxed, no matter whether 
he has been already taxed or not, on the 
general principle that the rich usually es- 
cape their share of taxation and that it is 
fair to squeeze out of them as much as pos- 
sible. 

The House also defeated the bill to allow 
the Prohibitionists to put their candidates 
on the Australian ballot without nomina- 
tion papers, even though they have less 
than three per cent. of the total vote. The 
debate and vote were almost wholly on 
party lines: Republicans against the bill 
and the Democrats for it. Mr. Perkins, of 
Boston, Republican, said that thousands of 
Prohibitlonists voted for Russell for gov- 
ernor. Had they voted their party ticket 
they would had the required three per cent. 
vote. Hedid not think the Republicans 
ought to help them out of their predica- 
ment. Mr. Bennett, of Everett, was the 
only Republican who spoke for the bill. 
It was beaten by 72 to 91, no Democrat 
voting against it, and only seven Republi- 
cans for it. : 

One of the most stubborn contests of the 
session has been over the bill to exempt 
municipal bonds from taxation. In the 
first place, the committee on taxation, a 
minority dissenting, reported against the 
scheme. But that minority, led by Mr. 
Meyer, of Boston, persuaded the House to 
substitute the bill for exemption. The op- 
ponents were earnest and energetic, but 
could not prevail. But the sentiment of 
the towns began to come in and the oppo- 
sition grew. 
be engrassed, including pairs, there were 
74 yeas to 93 nays and the farmers were 
delighted, while the bondholders were 
downcast. But Mr. Meyer pluckily moved 
areconsideration and fought for it with 
all his strength and skill. He won by 101 
to 92, Thenthe question came again on 
passing the bill to be engrossed, and Tues- 
day forenoon was consumed in the struggle 
between those who object to exempting 
property from taxation and those who 
argued that real expense would be saved to 
the taxpayers. The former carried the day 
and by 84 to 111, including pairs, the} 
House refused to pass the bill to be en-| 
grossed. Much of the significance of the 
debate lay in the strong antagonism which 


was displayed towards rich people. It 
seemed to be perfectly legitimate to do 
anything to worry them. It was a con- 


stant assumption that the rich do not pay 
their share of taxes and that anything 
which squeezes more money from them is 
perfectly legitimate.

Since that time we have learned all of the 
particulars, and find that a syndicate have 
purchased this magnificent piece of land, 
the same to be divided into house lots and | 
sold in the immediate future. It will be| 
made a regular land company, probably | 
called the Milton Land Company, and the} 
place will be known as Milton Highlands. | 
Another station will be erected in the| 
vicinity of Granite avenue, and what has | 
always been considered by assessors and | 
real estate men as the most magnificent | 
piece of real estate in this vicinity will ia | 
the course of time be dotted with beautiful 
homes as a village. Two-thirds of this 
property is in Milton and the balance in 
the City of Quincy. We are not at liber- 
ty just at present to state who the projec- 
tors are, but ‘can simply say that well 
known Quincy gentlemen are at the head | 
of the scheme, and will manage the same. |

| Mechanic’s Fair. 


The Massachusetts Charitable Mechanic's 
Association are preparing to hold another 
|of their excellent exhibitions in October 
and November next. Usually these exhi- 
| bitions haye been held once in three years, 

but on account of the world’s fair this one 
will be held after an interval of two years. 

The first Charitable Mechanic exhibition 
was held in 1837, at which time the stoves, 
ranges and furnaces were of the most 
| primitive pattern. They would be looked 
upon now as curiosities. A few specimens 
| of ingrain carpeting were shown, then con 
|sidered very superior. The electrical 
machines were a circular disk of glass, 
used for school purposes only. Dynamos 
and arc lights and electric cars were not 
born. No sewing machine, typewriter nor 
bicycle had been thought of. No single 
machine for working wood or iron, nor any 
steam engine then exhibited would be 
worth anything now, except as an evidence 
that old things had passed away, and that 
all things in the mechanical world had be- 
come new. At that first fair there was 
shown a veneered door, which the judges 
remarked was“ the first of the kind within 
the knowledge of the Committee.” These 
exhibitions, as Mr. Bicknell well says, are 
an epitome of our national progress. 


Banana Juice. 


The juice of bananas is recommened as 
one of the best remedies in chronic bron- 
chitis with insufficient expectoration and 
marked dispea. A dram eight or ten 
times a day during the first days is usually 
prescribed, and later the dose can be di- 
minished. The syrup is prepared as fol- 
lows: Cut the fruit in slices and place 
them in a jar, sprinkle with sugar and 
cover the jar, which is then enveloped in 
straw and placed in cold water, and the 
latter is heated to the boiling point. The 
jar is then removed, allowed to cool, and 
the juice is poured into little bottles.—New 
York Telegram.

Custarp Sauce. Scald one pint of 
milk, beat the yolks of four egss slightly, 
add four tablespoonful of sugar and one- 
half salt spoonful of salt. Add the hot 
milk slowly and cook in the double boiler 
until it thickens, Strain and when cold 
flavor with one-half teaspoonful of vanilla. 


ScALLOPED CHICKEN. This is a good 
way to use up cold chicken or turkey, either 
boiled or roasted. Use equal parts of cold 
chicken, boiled rice and tomato sauce. Put 
intoa shallow dish in layers aud cover 
with butter crumbs. Bake until brown. 
The meat should be cut into dice and 
stuffing of gray may be added to the meat 
if it is among the left overs, or if it does 
not look as delicate it will make it appe- 
tizing. Browna cup of crumbs in one- 
third of a cup of butter, stirrisg with a 
fork. 

ORANGE CAKE. One-half cup of but- 
ter, one cup of sugar, two eggs, one-half 
cup of milk, two cups of flour, two tea- 
spoonfuls of baking powder and the grated 
rind of one orange. Bake in two layers. 
Stir powdered’sugar into the orange juice 
until quite thick, and spread it between 
the cakes when cool. Ice the top with a 
white icing flavored with orange flower 
water, or cover it with orange quarters 
thickly covered with powdered sugar. 

Hor Water Sponge CAKES. Beat 
together until very light two cups of pow- 
dered sugar and four eggs, sift two scant 
cups of flour and two level teaspoons of 
baking powder together three times; flavor | 
with one teaspoon of lemon, and add, the | 
last thing, four tablespoons of boiling 
water. Bake in a quick oven. This is 
white, delicate and very fine grained. By 
adding two more spoons of boiling water 
and a very litte more flour you have a 
very nice batter for cream, cocoanut, or 
jelly layer cake. The secret of tender, 
delicate sponge cake is to have a thin bat- 
ter.

To Keep Out Moths. 


Now is the time to commence thinking 
about putting away the winter furs and 
heavy garments. The word commence is 
used advisedly, for though we are, ac- 
cording to the calender, enjoying spring's 
“ethereal mildness,”’ still there are many 
days yet when doubtless furs and blankets 
will be much more acceptable than lace and 
gauze. However, when you do decide to 
shed your winter coat,look well to it that no 
moths are lurking in seams or under edges 
of thefur. Shake each article thoroughly 
and beat well with a little stick. Sealskin 
is popularly supposed to be moth proof, but 
itis not wise to take chances. An air- 
tight cedar chest is a luxury, and for those 
who do not possess anything in that line 
there are other means quite as efficient. 
The most thorough housekeeper the writer 
ever knew wrapped up her blankets and 
furs in newspaper. The muffs were placed 
in their boxes and slipped into an un- 
bleached muslin bag, which was tied 
togetber so tightly that nothing could 
possibly crawl through. A sealskin coat 
was well brushed and beaten, folded in 
newspapers, slipped into a bag of the same 
material, a frame being run into the arms 
to hold it out straight and the hook 
coming out over the top of the bag. The 
mouth of the bag was then gathered in 
folds around the hook, wound up tightly 
with string and the coat hung up, there 
to remain in good condition until the next 


winter. Woolen shawls, dresses and 
blankets were securely wrapped in news- 
paper. 


There is a great deal in putting garments 
away before moths are seen flying about. 
Wherevera knittiug needle can pass, there 
a parent moth is able to enter and then 
the damage is done. Tin cases, soldered 
tight; whiskey barrels, headed so that 
no liquor can get in or out, have been used 
to keep out moths. A piece of strong 
brown paper, with not a hole through 
which a large pin can enter, is just as 
good. Put the article in a close box and 
cover every point with paper, or resort to 
any means that will be a complete covering. 
Camphor balls and tar paper are much 
used and naphtha is considered a great 
preventive, as well as destroyer. 

Red pepper is also an excellent pre- 
servative against moths, sprinkled freely 
over garments and fars. 


Army and Navy Supplies. 


Large purchases of baking powder have 
recently been made by the United States 
Government. In one lot 80,000 Ibs. were 
bought of the Royal Baking Powder Com- 
pany.

The value of forest products, not manu- 
factured at the mill, in Michigan, Wis- 
consin and Minnesota, 1890, aggregates 
$30,426,194; value of mill products, $115,- 
699,004; value of remanufactures, $21,112,- 
618,—making an aggregate value of prod- 
ucts in three states of $167,237,816. The 
capital invested to produce this value was 


$270,152,012; ~—_ employed in forests, 
95,258; women, 99; children, 10; animals, 
32,491. In the Set! the product required 


the labor of 87,939 men, 646 women and 
653 children. 

The amount represented in operation of 
machinery and chemical appliances, 1890, 
was $23,559,334; the expenditure of steam 
and water power was reported as sufficient 
to lift 3,500,000 tons one foot in one min- 
ute; 1,262,151,180 cubic feet of merchant- 
able timber were removed from natural 
growth; $7,800,254 were invested in vessels 
and other means of transport, and $09,638,- 
256 were expended for wages, subsistence, 
supplies and miscellaneous purposes. 

The aggregate increase of product since 
1880 is reported to be 29.66 per cent. in 
quantity and 75.92 per cent. in value.— 
Harper's Weekly. 


—The largest machine now in use for 
sawing stone, can deal with blocks three 
feet, one inch high by eight feet, three 
inches long and six feet, six inches wide. 
The saw of this machine is seven feet, 
three inches in diameter, and is a steel 
plate, mounted on ascrewed spindle, along 
which it can be shifted by means of large 
nuts, so as to vary its position fora cut in 
any desired place.

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Granite Troubles. 


The Quarrymen's Union held a long 
session Saturday evening, at Forester’s 
hall. As far as can be learned the men 
did not vote to strike, but did vote to sus- 
pend work until Wednesday evening. 

It seems that their bill of prices expired 
Saturday night, and they have come to 
no agreement with the manufacturers 
in regard to the new bill submitted by the 
Union some weeks ago. : 

There are something like 400 quarrymen 
the majority of whom belong to the unioa. 

The new billsubmitted by the quarrymen 
asks that the best workmen shall receive 
25 ceuts per hour, but the men have agreed 
to accept 23 cents per hour, while the 
manufacturers offer but 21. 

The manufacturers wish the bill to date 
from January to January, while the men 
wish it to date from May to May. 

The Granite Cutters’ union also held a 
meeting Saturday evening, and it is re- 
ported voted not to cut any stone quarried 
by non-union men. 

Monday the committee of the 
quarrymen sent a letter to the manufac- 
turers, stating that the men had suspended 
work until such time as an agreement as 
to a bill of prices had been reached, that its 
committee was ready at any time to meet 
in conference. 

At the recent conference the manufac- 
turers desired it understood that there 
could be no “‘material advance’ in wages. 

The executive committee of the New 
England Manufacturers’ Association at a 
meeting held Wednesday in Boston, took 
a decided stand when they unanimously 
passed the following resolution: 

“That the members of this association 
top all work in all their depart- 
with all employes on the evening of 
14 next, provided they do not make 
reements in all localities, which shall 


erminate January 1, 1893.’ 


This means a great deal, for unless the 
employes in all departments of the granite 
business throughout New England agree 
that bills of prices shall date January 1, the 
manufacturers will close their yards and 
suspend business and the granite industry 
will be at a standstill. 

Accepting the ultimatum of the manu- 
facturers in one section and not in an- 
other will not help matters, for it must be 
accepted in all sections, in fact it might be 
expressed in this manner, “one out, all 
out.” 

Mr. John Q. A. Field, president of the 
New England Association, in conversation 
Wednesday evening said, ‘‘ The condition 
of business has reached such a point that 
it is absolutely necessary that manufac- 
turers should know in the early part of the 
year what they have got to pay for the 
labor in order that they can be reasonably 
sure of fulfilling their contracts upon the 
temrs agreed upon. 

The manufacturers haye determined to 
stand by this resolution as they say they 
cannot conduct business as the matter now 
stands. There is no trouble in Quincy 
between the manufacturers and granite 
cutters as both are satisfied with the 
present bill of prices. 

The present arrangement between the 
cutters and manufacturers, is that when 
either side wish to make any change in 
the bill of prices three months’ notice must 
be given, but now the cutters as well as 
quarrymen and other employes will have 
toagree on the January resolution, 

An officer of the Granite Cutters’ Union 
was seen Thursday and asked what the 
cutters would do about the manifesto of 
the manufacturers, replied: ‘* The granite 
cutters do not seek trouble and will not 
take any action until they have received 
official notice from the manufacturers. 

What action they will then take is not 
known, but it is believed that they will not 
accept the manifesto and from the present 
outlook there will be a long struggle as 
both sides are strong and determined. 

A prominent gentleman was heard to 
express an opinion Thursday that if the 
strike was of long duration that the quarry- 
men’s union will go to pieces, as when the 
strike took place before the men were 
given unlimited credit at the stores, but 
under the present organization of the 
grocers in Quincy, unlimited credit cannot 
be had. 

That the quarrymen in this city are 
determined to fight is very evident by the 
action the union took Thursday afternoon, 
when it voted to strike. The strike is now 
on and the only question is who is the 
stronger the manufacturers or the union. 

Friday morning the Quarrymen’s Union 
received an official communication from 
the manufacturers inclosing the resolution 
passed by the New England Association. 

A number of the quarrymen who are not 
married are leaving the city and seeking 
work elsewhere. 

The grocers and other store keepers 
think the strike will effect them quite as 
seriously as anybody, as past experience 
has shown.

The large vote of 30 yeas to 105 nays has 
been given against the rapid transit con- 
stitutional amendment which was expected 
to facilitate street widening in Boston. It 
was feared that it would lead to great real 
estate speculative scandals. 

If the plan succeeds the State will pay 
$12,000 for its proper representation at 
Chicago at the opening of the world’s fair, 
and its dignity will be sustained by the 
Governor, ten of his staff, the Lieutenant 
Governor, Council, Secretary, Treasurer, 
| Auditor, Attorney General, Brigade and 
Battalion Commanders, President of the 
Senate, speaker of the House, the Com- 
mittee on federal relations, a special com- 
mittee of seven senators and eighteen repre- 
sentatives, the clerks of the two branches, 
the sergeant-at-arms and a reporter from 
each Boston daily paper. 

By the close vote of 14 to 15 the senate, 
Wednesday afternoon, defeated the House 
bill to limit the hours of labor of railroad 
employes to ten in a consecutive eleven. 
The vote was not on party lines, for two 
Democrats were against the bill and several 
Republicans for it. 

By a very large vote and without any 
aimendment the Senate bill to change the| 
| grade crossing law has been advanced one 
stage inthe House. Great objection has | 
been made to the bill by the railroad cor- | 
porations, for, in place of requiring the} 
consent of the railroad directors to the 
change of grade, as the present law does, 
| it substitutes the consent of the railroad | 
commissioners, which is sure to be more!

World’s Fair Notes. 


The number of men working on the Ex- 
position buildings is now more than 6,000. 
On some of the buildings work is proceed- 
ing day and night. 

Prince George of Wales, who if he lives 
will some day be king of England, will 
visit the Exposition, a cablegram from 
London announces. 

Miss Alice Rideout, of San Francisco, 
has been awarded the contract for sculp- 
tural work on the Woman's Building. She 
prepared the designs some time ago. She 
will receive $8,200 

It is probable that old Fort Dearborn 
will be reproduced in the Exposition 
grounds. Fort Dearborn was a_pic- 
turesque structure of the block house de- 
scription built by the government in 1803, 
as a garrison for troops and for their pro- 
tection against hostile Indians. 

A monster panorama, 445 feet long and 
51 feet high,representing the Bernese Alps, 
with the Jungfrau in the background, has 
been painted for exhibition at the Fair. 
A private exhibition of the work was 
recently given to the press in Berlin. 

An effort is being made to collect $25,- 
000 with which to build at the Exposition 
a headquarters for the Sunday Schools of 
the United States. 


A Racine, Wis., firm is planning to have 


}a complete tannery plant in operation at 


the Exposition. 

The Bedford stone-quarries have donated 
$3,000 worth of stone for the Indiana 
World's Fair building. The cutting of the 
stone is included. 

Messrs. Hirst and Jackson, World's Fair 
commissioners for Florida, report that the 
prospect is very promising for raising $100,- 
000 for the representation of that state. 
The interest of the people has been greatly 
increased by the decision to construct for 
the Florida building a reproduction of old 
‘* Fort Marion,” claimed to be the oldest 
structure on the continent. 


Arsenical Poisoning. 


Several cases of arsenical poisoning 
from wall paper have come to light in 
Newton and in Wellesley.

T. J EFFERSON rT COOLIDGE. 


Nominated as United States Minister 
to France. 


To the surprise of every one, President 
Harrison has selected T. Jefferson Coolidge 
of Boston to succeed Whitelaw Reid as 
Minister to France. No one was more sur- 
prised than Mr. Coolidge himself. Though 
his name had been suggested by the New 
England members of Congress, he had not 
expected the appointment, and had made 
no effort to secure it. 

Mr. Coolidge has amassed a considerable 
fortune, and is at the head of many chari- 
table enterprises. He erected the Jefferson 
Physical Laboratory at Harvard at a cost 


of $115,000, and gave to the town of Man-/| 


chester $40,000 for a public library some 
time since. 

T. Jefferson Coolidge was born in Bos- 
ton Aug. 26, 1831, where his early educa- 
tion was begun. He was graduated from 
Harvard and went to Europe where his} 
education was finished. Returning to 
Boston, he entered the East India trade, 
embarking in business under the firm name 
of Gardner & Coolidge, his partner being 
the late Joseph Gardner. In 1855, attrac- 
ted by the manufacturing business, he ac- 
cepted the presidency of the Boott Manu- 
facturing Company, with large cotton 
mills at Lowell.

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Granite Manufacturer Killed. 


A frightful accident occurred just before 
12 o'clock Friday noon at the yards of 
Oswald & Moyle, which resulted in the 
instant death of John Moyle one of the 


firm, and severe injuries to William Oswald 
his partner, and Abram Fox an appren- 
tice. 

Mr. Moyle and Mr. Oswald assisted by 
Mr. Fox, were at work with a derrick 
loading stone on toacar. A stone weigh- 
ing in the neighborhood of three tons had 
just been hoisted by the tramway and was 
being shifted from there by a crane derrick 
to the car, when one of the supports to the 
crane gave way causing the derrick to fall 
with a crash. 

As the derrick fell Mr. Moyle jumped to 
save himself from being hit by the flying 
gyus, andin doing so was caught across 
the neck by the boom and penned to a 
stone, breaking his neck and causing 
instant death. 

Mr. Oswald when he saw the derrick 
falling stooped down but received a terrific 
blow on his face which left it raw; his eye 
and cheek were also bruised. These in- 
juries while not necessarily dangerous will 
cause him some pain. 

Mr Fox was also injured about the face 
and head and was taken immediately to the 
hospital. 

The ambulance was summoned and Mr. 
Moyle taken to Hall’s undertaking rooms. 
The deceased was about thirty-eight years 
of age and leaves a widow and four 
children.

Granite Situation. 


Saturday May 14, will be a day long 
to be remembered in the annals of this 
city, and in fact in all New England, for 
tomorrow will determine whether or not 
the granite business shall come to a stand- 
still, or on the contrary, to proceed on 
smoothly as before.

The statement in the Barre dispatch pub- 
lished in the Boston papers Thursday that 
the vote on the resolution passed by the 
New England Association to close their 
yards May 14, was a tie vote and that the 
president cast the deciding vote, bas cre- 
ated quite a stir in this city where that offi- 
cer, Mr. John Q. A. Field, resides. Presi- 
dent Field says the assertion is false. He 
also states that he did not vote upon 
the question and the vote alluded to was 
unanimous. 


$70,000 Fire at Wollaston. 


The alarm from box 61 at 3.25 Thursday 
morning, was turned in for the largest fire 
that this city has ever experienced,—the 
burning of the Wollaston Foundry Co.’s 
extensive plant. 

At about 3.15 as Watchman Winlock was 
going his rounds he discovered a portion 
of the boiler room on fire and immediately 
had an alarm pulled in from the nearest 
box. 

Before the department arrived the 
great wooden shell of a building was one 
mass of flames. The Atlantic Chemical 
was the first piece of apparatus on hand, 
but its tiny stream was useless against such 
a hot fire. The steamer, Hose 1 and 2 and 
the Hook & Ladder, Chief Ripley, Assis- 
tant Engineer King, Williams and Ricbard- 
son followed in a few minutes after the 
alarm. 

The foundry was situated some 1200 feet 
from a hydrant or any other water avail- 
able for fire purposes. The nearest 
hydrant was located on Hancock street, 
and Chief Ripley had two lines of hose 
run across the fields and railroad tracks 
and over fences, and also a line from the 
steamer, which was located on Farrington 
street 

The fire had gained such a start before 
the alarm was turned in and the apparatus 
arrived that nothing could be done to stay 
the headway of the flames. All the 
buildings, with the exception of the build- 
ing formerly occupied by the Thayer Hot 
Water Heater Co., were totally destroyed, 
throwing seventy men out of employment 
and making a loss of $70,000. Of this 
$70,000 loss, $30,000 will fall on the Wol- 
laston Foundry Co., of which Mr. A. A. 
Lincoln of Wollaston is the treasurer, and 
the balance $40,000 is on patterns, which 
were not owned by the foundry company, 
but were stored there. 

The principal owners of the patterns are 
the Emerson Piano Co., Vose & Sons Piano 
Co., Goodyear & McKay Sewing Machine 
Co., and the Whittemore Shoe Machine 
Co., allof Boston, The Foundry Company 
was insured for $20,000.

Street Sprinkling. 


Ir 1s to be hoped that the defeat of the 
street sprinkling order in the Council does 
not mean that none of the streets shall be 
watered. There are three ways of modify- 
ing the order, to curtail the number of 
streets to be sprinkled, to provide that the 
abutters shall pay a larger proportion of 
the cost, orfor the city to make a larger 
appropriation. The first way seems the 
best. To water streets by city assessments 
is something new for Quincy, and in the 
nature of an experiment, and it would be 
well to try it on a ghort distance and 
determine the gctyal cost, and how the 
people like to pay assessments. Qther 
streets can be watered as heretofore by 
subscription. 

The present sprinkling is being done 
wholly by the city, but Commissioner Ewell 
informs us that it must soon be discon- 
tinued, as $6 a day is too much of a drain 
on the limited appropriation for general 
repairs of highways.

The city of Quincy furnishes a full pro- 
portionate part of the legislation which is 
done for the people of the whole State. 
There was presented this forenoon in the 
House by Mr. Burke of Quincy, under sus- 
pension of the rules, the petition of your 
Mayor that the city may be authorized to 
appoint a board uf three water commis- 
sioners, with three year terms, and that the 
city may buy the franchise and property of 
the Quincy Water Company. A bill was 
submitted granting the desired authority. 
It gives permission to buy and says that the 
city may issue $700,000 in thirty years, 5 
per cent. bond and may establish a sinking 
fund in order to carry out the purposes of 
the act. 

A new departure is proposed in a bill 
from the committee on cities, by which the 
term of the Mayor of Boston is to be two 
years instead of one, with a limit that there 
shall be only one re-election. This pro- 
vision is in the New Bedford charter, but 
there is no city in the State which has a 
two-year term now. 

In line with the Democratic policy, as 
laid down in their report on administrative 
boards and commissioners, Senator 
McEttrick of Suffolk moved a bill to give 
the Governor sole power and responsibility 
in removals from office, but he evidently 
did not expect the bill to have much sup- 
port. Certainly it had very little, and 
there was no debate of consequence. He 
also offered a bill to abolish the office of 
superintendent of prisons, but that was 
also dismissed with very short treatment. 

The House has established a very material 
change in the poliey of the State regarding 
the franchises of water companies and it 
remains to be seen whether the Senate will 
agree. Itis that in casethe city or town 
wishes to buy up the plant, no price shall 
be paid for the ‘franchise beyond what it 
cost to get it. The bill also bas the feature 
that if the property is taken the price paid 
must make the whole venture a good 5 per 
cent, investment from the beginning. 

A kind disposition toward debtors is 
seen in the bill from the committee on 
mercantile affairs. It undertakes to regu- 
late credit companies and collection bureaus 
and makes it a criminal offense, under 
$100 penalty, for any such establishment to 
send out dunning letters. |t also forbids 
the companies and bureaus to act as private 
detective agencies. It puts them under 
the supervision of the commissioner of 
foreign mortgage corporations and allows 
him to require such information from them 
as the public interest may require. They 
ust make returys to him and any viola- 
tion on their part of the regulations which

Friday forenogn these was a jong debate 
in the House on the bill to prevent safe de- 
posit and trust companies from doing a 
savings bank business. In behalf of the 
bill it was urged that the safety of the 
public demanded that companies not ynder 
the close restrictions of savings banks 
should not be depositories of poor people. 
In reply it was urged that the movement 
did not really come from the savings banks 
at all, but from the national banks who 
wish to punish the trust companies for cut- 
ting into their business. ‘The House was 
against the bill 66 to 74. 

Governor Russell has vetoed the bill to 
allow the Connecticut River Railroad Com- 
pany to increase its capital stock and the 
veto is based on substantially the same ar- 
gyments as have been used in favor of the 
provision to compel all new stock to be 
sold at public auction. He says: ‘ The 
hill, while in form an authorized increase 
of capital for the purposes of the company, 
practically gives the authority and sanction 
of the commonwealth to the creation of 
more than double the amount of new capi- 
tal, estimated at its market yglye, required 
for such purpeses, and indirectly to the 
division of the balance among the stock- 
holders as au enormous dividend.’’ He 
says the road “is a property to which, in 
its origin, a publig tryst is attached. 
= = It cannot divert its property 
from the trust, nor ought it to do anything 
which can impair the value of the trust or 
hazard its rights and objects.” He argues 
that the interests of the stockholders, as 
weil as the public, will be subserved by the 
sale of the new stock at public auction, as 
then the company will get its new funds 
for much less the amount of shares of new 
stock than would be required woder the

Household Receipts. 


Sorr Puppine Sauce. One-half cup 
butter, one cup powdered sugar, spice to 
taste, white of one egg, or three table 
Cream the butter, add the 


NEWMARKET PupprinG. One pint 
grated bread, one quart milk, one cup 
sugar, one tablespoon butter, four eggs 
Soak the bread one hour. When 
baked add a layer of jelly over the top, 
then cover with a meringue made of the 
whites of the eggs and half a cup of sugar. 
Brown slightly. 


Purr Omecette. Stir into the yolks 
of six eggs aud the whites of three one 
tablespoonful of corn starch in a teacup- 
ful of cream, with salt and pepper. Melt 
sume butter in a pan, pour in the eggs and 
set in the oven, When thick, beat the 
whites of the other three, eggs and pour 
over. Setto brown. Serve immediately. 


CREAMED LogsTER. Boil a good heavy 
lobster, open and cut it into pieces about 
one inch square. Make a cream sauce 
same as for the spaghetti, add ie lobster, 
season with a half-teaspoonful of salt, 
dash of cayenne, and ten drops«f onion 
juice. When ready to serve, fill the cups, 
place them in a pretty little dish or saucer 
and serve. 


Sprnacu. Wash it well through several 
waters, as it is apt to be gritty. Put it 
into a pot without any water, let it cook 
slowly until itis very soft. Then drain and 
mash it with a piece of butter, pepper and 
salt to the taste. Put it in a vegetable 
dish, and strew over the top eggs which 
have been boiled hard and finely chopped, 
or poache eggs. 


Pounp Cake. Beata pound of butter 
to a cream, stir in a pound of sifted 
powdered sugar, aud the rind and juice of 
alemon. Beat ten eggs very light, and add 
to the butter and sugar. Mix thoroughly, 
and add a pound of sifted flour. Beat 
thoroughly, and bake in a moderate oven, 
in tins lined with buttered paper, about an 
hour. This cake will keep in a cool, dry 
place for several weeks, even after being 
cut, 


BroILep Live Lossrer. Select three 
medium sized live lobsters. Split them in 
halves, crack the shell of the claws, re- 
move the stomach and intestinal vein. 
Brush over with olive oil, sprinkle with 
salt and pepper and broil for seven minutes 
on each side. Serve at once with Maitre 
@ Hotel butter. Cream two tablespoons 
butter, add one teaspoon minced parsley, 
juice of half a lemon and a slight grating 
of nutmeg. 


HaLiput A LA Creme. Remove the 
bones from two pounds of boiled halibut, 
and pick it in flakes. Lay in a baking 
dish, while you mince very fine a small 
onion and several sprigs of parsley; mix 
these with a teaspoonful of salt, a little 
pepper, and two cyps of fine bread crumbs; 
throw all these over the fish, dot with bits 
of butter, grate over asuspicion of nutmeg, 
and pour over all sweet cream to cover. 
Bake until a rich brown crust forms. 
Milk, thickened with a teaspoonful of corn 
starch may be used instead of cream. 


Eacs PoAcHED IN TOMATOES. Stew 
| slowly for ten minutes half a can of toma- 
toes and one small onion, cut fine. Season 
‘highly with salt aod pepper. Break six 
| eggs into a bowl without beating, and 


| when everything else is ready to serve slip 
}them into the hot tomatoes. Lift the 
| white carefully with a fork as it cooks, 
juntil it is all firm; then prick the yolks 
jand let them mix with the tomato and 
| white. It should be quite soft, but with 
the red tomatoes, the white and yellow of 
the egg quite distinct. Serve at once on 
toast. 


The Future of New Zealand. 


Prof. George M. Grant, writing of New 
| Zealand in Harper’s Magazine, says: 

One is tempted to ask, for what other 
}spot has the Almighty done so much? 
For nowhere is there a fairer land. No- 
where is labor more sweet or recreation 
more shared in by all classes. Every town- 
ship has its park, race course and play- 
ground; the cities have these and every- 
thing else that can be imagined. Picnics 
are universal. The long summers and 
bracing winters make open -air amuse- 
ments delightful. Sports are taken up 
eagerly, from coursing matches over rough 
ground and pig stalking, to cricket, foot- 
ball and volunteering. 

From the beginning generous provision 
was made for schools and colleges, the peo- 
ple—in the South island especially—having 
the spirit of the men who colonized New 
England. No one with eyes in his head 
can fail to see that the New Zealander of 
today is laying the foundations of a mighty 
state, though he may not be able to believe 
that one of his descendants is likely to sit 
on a broken arch of London bridge and 
sketch the ruins of St. Paul’s.

A man in Leeds, England, looked a gift 
horse in the mouth the other day, with 
profitable results. The keeper of a skat- 
ing rink had advertised ‘“‘a great fancy 
costume carnival,’’ and by way of stimu- 
lating the invention of his patrons he 
promised that the wearer of the most 
original costume should be rewarded with 
a watch of the value of $90. The man 
who won the watch took it toa jeweler, 
who said the time piece was worth only 
$20. The winner, therefore, applied to 
the courts for redress. The skating rink 
proprietor defended himself with the plea 
that the giving of the prize was a purely 
voluntary act, and the recipient should not 
take the giver’s estimate too literally. The 
judge, however, took a different view, and 
gave judgment for the plaintiff for $90.

Granite Labor Trouble. 


The great labor trouble in Quincy and 
throughout New England has been inaug- 
urated, and the granite business is 
practically atastandstill. In Quincy, where 
a few weeks ago between 2000 and 3000 
men were at work in the granite business, 
there are today not more than 100, and 
they are for the most part apprentices. 

Saturday night, all the manufactures, 
with possibly two exceptions, paid off their 
men in full. In the exceptions it is report- 
ed that the men will immediatly institute 
legal proceedings. 

There are vo changes in the granite 
labor trouble in this city, work being 
practically suspended, and it is necessary 
to look to the association, unions and 
other granite centres for the news. 

A New York dispatch of Thursday says: 
“The big strike which was begun last Mon- 
day is still extending. This morning it was 
estimated that fully 75,000 men connected 
with the granite industry were out of em- 
ployment. The 10,000 out yesterday morn- 
ing in this city and Brooklyn have been 
joined by nearly 10,000 others. Before to- 
day is ended it is expected that the number 
of strikers throughout the country will be 
80,000 at the least. 

“Tt was said by Secretary Grant of the 
Pavers’ Union this morning that the strike 
was rapidly coming to a crisis. He said 
that he had good reason for believing 
that the New England Association 
could not stand the pressure of the great 
strike much longer, and that there were 
already signs of a peaceful settlement. He 
refused to say, however, what the signs 
were, but hinted at arbitration. 

“ The contractors, however, postively de- 
nied that there were any signs of a peaceful 
settlement—that is, unless the strikers 
givein. They said that under no circum- 
stances would they recede from their 
present attitude. No action could be taken 
ty the New England Association without 
the sanction of the executive committee, 
and as a proof that no action was in view 
at present, they said that no meeting of 
that committee will be held for at least 
three weeks.”’ 

Mr. Field Interviewed. 

Friday's Herald prints the following 
interview with John Q. A. Field of this 
city: 

“There's nothing in it,’ was the remark 
of President J. Q. A. Field of the Granite 
Manufacturers’ Association of New Eng- 
land, after reading the New York dispatch 
in Boston papers last night, relative to 
leaving the settlement of the trouble with 
the granite workers to Bishop Phillips 
Brooks and Archbishop Williams, they to 
select a third arbitrator. 

“In the first place,”’ said President Field, 
“Mr. John Pierce, although a member of 
the Manufacturers’ Association, is not a 
member of the executive board of the asso- 
ciation, and is not authorized to speak for 
that body. From my acquaintance with 
Mr. Pierce, I should consider it extremely 
doubtful if he gave expression to any such 
ideas as are attributed to him. I don’t see 
how arbitration can effect a settlement in 
this matter. It is simply a question of 
whether the manufacturers shall conduct 
their business or whether the union shall 
run it. 1 don’t see how there can be any 
compromise under existing circumstances. 

“This is the first intimation that I have 
received of any suggestion to leave the 
matter to arbitrators. Such an idea has 
not been entertained er thought of by the 
executive board of the association, who 


alone have authority to consider such a 
proposition.”

will explode the statement made in the 
the manifesto of Secretary Dyer of the 
Granite Cutters’ National Union, recently 
published, and which will present the mat- 
ter in such a light as to change public sen- 
timent in favor of the manufacturers. 

“The manufacturers have been misrep- 
resented, and it is due to them that they 
should present a candid, fair and impartial 
statement of the facts and leave the public 
to judge of the situation from those facts. 

“The members of the association fail as 
yet to show any signs of weakening, and 
are growing more determined every day not 
to yield to the unreasonable demands of 
the union. There is but one sentinsent 
among them, and that is that we must 
settle this question now permanently. 

“We are willing to concede the men a 
nine hour day at 21 cents for practical men 
but we will not consent to close our yards 
to non-union men or to terminate the bill 
of prices May 1. We want the bill to ter- 
minate Oct. 1,with three months’ notice of 
any desired change by either party to the 
agreement, which would give until Jan 1 
to fix the matter up.”

Letter from the State House 


Boston, May 18, 1892. 

The populac branch of the legislature 
seems to be true this year to its designa- 
tion, for it is very much disposed to legis- 
late in favor of what there seems to be a 
popular demand for. I have in mind now 
the two cent fare bill, that no railroad in 
the state whose stock is selling for over 
$115 a share, shall charge over two cents a 
mile for passenger transportation. It was 
debated at length and the vote was 93 yeas 
to 66 nays on ordering it to a third read- 
ing. It will be strange if it becomes 
a law, but the opposition will doubtless 
be strongest in the Senate, 

It is not easy to see the inside workings 
of all legislation. For instance, the Day 
liquor bill which the Republican caucus 
voted to support was given a majority vote 
without debate, while the bill to prevent 
the sale of liquors where billiards an 1 other 
like games are played, was defeated by 55 
to S8 and not a word was said on either 
side. 

The Democrats are protesting strongly 
against the new registration bill, claiming 
that it is only a nullification of the poll tax 
amendment. 3ut the Republicans reply 
that the tax must be paid in any event, 
and that their bill only prevents fraud. 

“The destruction of the poor is their 
poverty,’’ but the state proposes to help 
save them from their own destruction by 
preventing heartless money lenders from 
taking advantage of their poverty. Most 
of the session of today was spent on a bill 
to give something of a fair show to 
borrowers. Our legal rate of interest is 
6 per cent., but it was thought an act of 
mercy when the legislature passed a law 
that the note-shavers should not extort over 
18 percent. Now this bill carries the pro- 
tection further. It cuts down the allowance 
for drawing the papers from $10 to $5,— 
applying only to loans not above $1000. 
It compels the creditor te accept the money 
and return the pledge where payment is 
tendered fora note. It provides that the 
papers must be so drawn as to give ample 
notice to the borrower of the maturity of 
his note and prescribes a sufficient penalty 
for those who break the law. 

But little debate occurred on the gover- 
nor’s veto of the Connecticut river rail- 
road stock bill. And the veto was sus- 
tained by 52 yeas to 120 nays on the pass- 
age of the bill over the veto. Ali the Dem- 
ocrats, cxcept the one in charge of the 
bill, were against passing it and so were 
many Republicans. 

Tuesday forenoon the Insurance Com- 
mittee met for private consultation over 
the recommitted Powers’ bill. They had 
before them all the amendments and the 
original bill which had once been rejected, 
and had been moved as an amendment in 
full. They appointed a sub-committee 
consisting of Messrs. Chester, of Newton; 
Giles, of Somerville; and Brown, of Bos- 
ton, to consider and revise the whole mat- 
ter and to bring back to the full committee 
substantially their original bill. Whatever 
is done, it is certain that the Powers bill 
has no chance of passage. 

The Senate has given a vote with only 
three Democrats in opposition, for a bill to 
permit cities to elect their Mayors once in 
two years instead of annually. I+ is pretty 
well guarded however, to preserve popular 
rights, for the question can be resubmitted 
to the people any year on the written ap- 
plication of ten legal voters. It was 
charged that the bill was in the interest of 
longer terms for the Mayor of Boston and 
that the Democrats hope thus to increase 
their power. But this was denied and the 
solid Republican vote for the bill proved 
that they did not fear it. One reason for 
supporting the measure was that it was a 
step in the direction of biennial elections 
of state officers. 

The prohibitionists have made another 
futile attempt to get a change in the Aus- 
tralian ballot law so they need not be 
obliged to circulate nomination papers to 
have the names of their candidates put on 
the official ballot. They petitioned that 
any party whose vote for Governor for the 
last three years bas averaged three per 
cent, of the total vote for Governor may 
be allowed to have its candidates on the 
official ballot the same as the two great 
parties. The House made no objection 
and let in the petition without a word of 
debate or a vote in o position, but in the 
upper branch Senator Smith of Worcester 
objected to the admission of the petition 
and the Senate u animously shut it out. 
So the poor third party men will not con- 
sider themselves punished for their sup- 
posed course last fall, 

There will be no new house for the 
Governor this year, but the State House 
committee has reported in favor of taking 
the entire block, covered with dwellings, 
on the east of the new extension, for an 
open space. Doubtless it will add much to 
the attractiveness of the site to have a 
green lawn with fountains and statues, in 
the place of narrow streets and brick 
houses, but it adds greatly to the expense 
of the enterprise. 

It has been hard lines for the collateral 
inheritance tax bill ever since it was en- 
acted. In the House the other day it was 
said that nothing bad been collected under 
it and now the House bill to repeal it, 
which had a majority in the House has 
had a bare majority in the Senate, buta 
majority is enough, 

The great fight of the week has been on 
the Carney nospital appropria'ion of $30,000. 
Doubtless religious sentiment had much to 
do with it, but that fact was kept well out 
of sight in the House, Opposition was 
based -on the ground that this was a private 
institution and there were hundreds of 
others just as worthy and as much en- 
titled to State aid. The vote on giving the 
money was 93 yeas to 100 nays and on re- 
consideration there were 95 yeas to 103 
nays. 

The short debate in the House Wednes- 
day on the resolve for biennial elections 
was followed by 78 yeas to 66 nays, which 
apparently insures the defeat of the 
measure as a two-third’s vote cannot be 
had. But the enormous vote of 56 yeas te 
121 nays was given against the amendment 
to forbid the division of towns without the 
consent of a majority of the people. It 
was felt to be an invasion of the rights of 
minorities and, also that it was nothing

An Open Letter. 


To Editors Patriot: 


At the present time of disturbances be- 
tween Emplvyers and Employes, misstate- 
ments and wisrepresentations are constant- 
ly appearing in the papers, arising either 
from ignorance of the facts or an intention- 
al desire to create antagonism and distrust 
between the parties interested. 

This is a state of things which should be 
discountenanced by all good citizens. 

Such an article appearing in the Boston 
Herald of May 14th and is teeming with 
misrepresentations, falsehoods, misstate- 
ments, and inconsistencies, from beginning 
to end. 

The closing of the granite yards on the 
evening of May 14 by the New England 
Granite Manufacturers’ Association was 
occasioned by the fact that the strikes in 
the great majority of the quarries of the 
association had stopped the production of 
stock generally throughout New England, 
and the striking employes having refused 
to accept the proposition made by the 
manufacturers, that the new bills of prices 
should terminate on January 1 instead of 
at other periods through the year, or indefi- 
nitely, as most of the former bills were con- 
structed. This demand of the manufact- 
wers is based on the fact that agitation 
and uncertainty in the cost of production 
annually occurring in the season of the 
year when contracts should be carried 
through to completion wi! hout change and 
without strikes, has been so detrimental to 
| the proper conduct of their business that 
they feel it to be an absolute necessity. 

The claims that this proposition is made 
for the purpose of reducing the wages of 
workman at a time of year when business 
is quiet, will not bear the light of reason. 

If the employes acceed to a measure that 
the manufacturers admit will be a benefit 
to them, in enabling them to take more 
a@nd better contracts, is it reasonable to 
suppose that a body of meu for that reason 


will place any extra burden on those who 
have allowed them that privilege; and the 
fact that the employers are willing to sign 
the bill allowing it to run for years with- 
out change, prove that what they desire to 
accomplish is cessation of agitation and un- 
certainty in the labor market, and a contin- 
uity of conditions that will enable them to 
conduct their business safely and steadily 
through the seasons. 

This would seem to be as desirable and 
as much forthe interest of the employe as 
the employer. 

The article referred to in the Herald 
states in relation to the Granite Manu- 
facturers’ Association of Quincy, that the 
Executive Committee of that association 
are a self constituted set of men—(they are 


elected by a majority vote of the association 
at its annual meeting for the election of 
oflicers)—that they are anxious to precipi- 
tate a strike to ruin the small dealers— 
(several of the small dealers are members 
of the Executive Committee)—that tbe 
members are among the most arbitrary 
and uncomprising of the Quincy manu- 
facturers and names Mr. McKenzie and 
Mr. Craig, two of that Committee, (neither 
of those gentlemen are members of the 
Executive Committee), and that all the 
small dealers are opposed to the lockout. 
At an overflow meeting called for the pur- 
pose every member sustained the action of 
the New England association to close their 
yards on May 14. 

In relation to the vote of the executive 
committee of the New England Association 
the article proceeds: ‘‘The Herald now has 
it on good authority that the vote was a tie 
and that President Field did cast the de- 
ciding vote.” (There was not an opposing 
vote and President Field did not vote at all). 

It will be seen by these few extracts how 
much credence can be placed in anonymous 
newspaper reports how many wrong im- 


pressions may be occasioned, and how 
much bad feeling may be engendered

Care for the Umbrella. 

“Show me an umbrella,” says a manu- 
facturer, ‘that has holes worn in the silk 
about the ring at the top, while the body of 
the material is stil] intact throughout, and 
I will show you the owner of an umbrella 
who doesn’t deserve to own one, not if it is 
a good one; and show me an umbrella that 
has holes in it along the ribs before 
natural use of it should make them come 
there, and I will show you an owner who 
carries his umbrella more for the sake of 
appearance than for utility.”” 

A wet umbrella placed handle down 
drips the moisture from it at the edges of 
the frame, and the material with which it 
is covered dries evenly, and leaves no spot 
still soaked with water. If it is stood han- 
dle upward the water runs down to one 
spot at the top, where the strong cloth 
lining about the ring holds a good deal of 
it, and in a comparatively short time rots 
the material, and it breaks easily. 

The man who carries his umbrella 
swathed in its case when it is not called in- 
to use by rain, to give it and him a more 
stylish appearance on parade, will soon 
find it wearing out from top to bottom. 

This is because of constant friction be- 
tween the case and the silk, and no matier 
of how good quality it may be, the holes 
will appear in it long before they should, 
and the dealer who sold the umbrella will 
of course be blamed for selling inferior or 
damaged goods. There are many people so 
ignorant of the proper treatment of an um- 
brella that they will actually roll it up 
when wet, and leave it to rot and mold un- 
til the next time they want it for use. 

Of course, if it wasn’t for such thought- 
less folks we wouldn’t sell so many um- 
brellas, but we would escape a great deal of 
grumbling and growling from customers 
about the quality of what we sell. If you 
want your umbrella, and especially a good 
silk one, to last twice as long as it other- 
wise would, always leave it loose, whether 
in use or not, and dry it open, handle 
down.—New York Weekly. 


Borax in the Household, 

The box of borax should be as much in 
place in every household as the salt box, or 
the jar of salvefor burns. It is one of the 
best agents for softening water for domes- 
ticuse. There is no greater comfort for 
any one on a tour, traveling in a limestone 
district, than a small box or packet of bo- 
rax; for by its use the effects of hard wa- 
ter on the skin are quite neutralized. It 
may be used either as a substitute for or in 
conjunction with soap, the proportion be- 
ing a handful of borax to nine or ten gal- 
lons of water, and it has the advantage 
over soda in not spoiling colored clothes. 
In the laundry borax is used for washing 
lace and fine things and in the making of 
cold starch, and for giving an additional 
glaze to collars, fronts, cuffs and starched 
fabrics generally. It is also one of the best 
means of rendering bricks tireproof, and it 
is far superior in this way to alum. As an 
insecticide it is invaluable; cockroaches 
will not haunt a kitchen where borax is 
scattered on the floor, and it is harmless to 
domestic pets. Scientists say that a very 
small proportion (one in 1,000) is enough 
to retard the souring of milk for twenty- 
four hours, and that this amount is not in- 
jurious to health. Mixed with glycerine, 
it forms one of the most generally used ap- 
plications in throat affections; in cases 
where glycerine is disliked, honey may be 
substitued. Lastly, borax is in itself a 
valuable disinfectant and anti-septic, and 
is a component part in many dental prepa- 
rations.— New York News.

How to Hang a Picture, 


Never put a sombre-colored picture in 
the shade. Put it where the light will fall 
upon it, says The Ladies’ Home Journal. 
Between two windows place pictures with 
light backgrounds that will stand out the 
more prominent by reason of their dark 
surroundings. Hang the big pictures first, 
in suitable positions, and group with 
smaller ones in two rows in between. Be 
careful that the pictures do not conflict in 
color. Use your own taste in this. It is 
impossible to give any brief rule on the 
subject. Hang the pictures on a level 
with the eye, unless they be, as some are, 
pictures which should be looked up to. 
Place small pictures in corners and alcoves. 
Over doors place large and unimportant 
canvases, anything that looks well. Water- 
colors may be hung on the same wall with 
oils when framed in gold, but not when 
framed in white. White margins on 
etchings and engravings don't go well with 
oils. The main light should be on the 
picture.

Munufacturers’ Statement. 


The address promised by the New Eng- 
land Manufacturers’ Association as a re- 
sult of Tuesday's meeting has been issued 
and is given in full below : 

“The Granite Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion have not thought it best to make any 
public statement until the unions had fully 
presented their case and it was known 
what action would be taken by affiliated 
trades. 

The Quarrymen’s local union at Wes- 
terly, R. L, on the 1st of April demanded 
that all capable quarrymen, drillers and 
derrick men should be paid no less than 23 
cents per hour, 

The employers were paying ‘‘capable”’ 
quarrymen $2 per day or 22 2-9 cents per 
hour, and some experienced and extra men 
were paid more, while inexperienced and 
less capable men received 18 cents and up- 
ward, according to their ability. 

The unior, however, determined that 
there were ‘‘none other than capable men 
at work in Westerly, and that no man 
should receive less than 23 cents per hour.”’ 

This demand was not agreed to, and the 
men struck, since which time no quarrying 
has been done in Westerly. In this case, 
as in many others, the trouble commenced 
with the demand that the least capable and 
the most capable men should all receive 
the same wages, while the employers de- 
sired to pay each man all he could earn. 

On May 2, the 


Quarrymen at Quincy 

and other points struck work to promote 
theirown demands and aid the Westerly 
quarrymen. The employers in many lo- 
calities, not being able to get material for 
the cutters, called a meeting of the Granite 
Manufacturers’ Association to consider the 
situation. 

It was evident that the quarrymen's 
strike would become general, and that they 


would be supported by the national unions, | 


for at some points the cutters were already 
on strike, and in many places the cutters 
were demanding increase of wages and the 
signing of a new bill forthe year. After 
full discussion it was voted to stop work 
until a settlement could be made. 

There was indeed, no alternative, for, 
as the quarrymen and cutters were acting 
together, nothing could be done until the 
strike had run its full course. The em- 
ployers 

Offered to Sign Contracts 
Terminating with the calendar year, but, 
under instructions from the national unions 
this offer was refused. 

The unions fixed upon May 1 as the 
time when all agreements should begin, 
and from that date would not recede. The 
unions were then served with the follow- 
ing notice: 

GRANITE MANUFACTURERS’ ) 

ASSOCIATION OF NEW ENGLAND, 
Boston, May 5, 1892. ) 

That the members of this Association 
shall stop work in all their departments 
with all employes on the evening of May 
14 next, provided they do not in the mean- 
time make agreements for 1592, in all local- 
ities, which shal! terminate Jan. 1, 1895. 

It will be observed that the agreements 
between employers and men at various 
points terminated at different dates, ac- 
cording to the time when these agree- 
ments were made at different localities. 

In order that the workmen might act 
simultaneously and together, notice was 
given by them, at some points, to their 
employers, that agreements with the 
workmen 

Should Hereafter Terminate 
on the last day of April. The employers 
did not assent to this demand, but were 
willing to have all agreements begin and 
end with the first of the year, regarding 
May 1 as the most inconvenient date of the 
whole year. 

At various points the agreements had 
already been signed by both parties, ter- 
minating with the calendar year, but the 
unions peremptorily ordered these agree- 
ments to be withdrawn and cancelled, 
substituting May 1 for Jan. 1. The em- 
ployers refused to maj the change, 

The unions’ reasons for insisting on May 
1, and the employers’ reasons for insisting 
on Jan. 1, are, therefore, the essence of 
the present difficulty, and may be stated in 
a few words. 

The emplogers, when closing their books 
and making the usual business statements 
and settlements for the year, 

Desire to Know for a Certainty 
the rate of wages, hours of labor, etc., 
when entering upon the new year, and 
not have their business disturbed and 
thrown into confusion by possible disagree 
ments in the spring. 

The unions, on the other hand, desire to 
have all agreements terminate May 1, be- 
lieving that they can more easily dictate 
terms to the employers in the middle of 
the season than at the beginning, and this 
reason has been openly acknowledged. 

The Granite Manufacturers’ Association 
believe that the employer has the right to 
fix a time beyond which he would not be 
bound, and refuse to accept the dictum of 
tbe unions that each employer should be 
bound until May 1, or he would not be al- 


| lowed to have any workmen. 


The main question is, shall the agree- 
ments between the employers and the men 
begin with the calendar year or the middle 
of the season ? 

it Must be Admitted 

that no man can be compelled to work for 
a single day nor at any fixed rate of wagvs; 
each man can, despite the general agree- 
ment, refuse to work for any employer, 
unless at his own price, providing it is above 
the minimum—less than which no man is 
allowed to work by the union, whether he 
can earn bis wages or not. 

On the other hand, the employer feels 
that he has some rights which should be 
respected even by the workmen and their 


| leaders. The rightto fix the time when | The 
all agreements shall expire is as manifestly | j 


his right asit isthe right of the workman | 


to say that he will not bind himself to 
work a single day longer than he sees fit, 
without regard to May | or any other date. 

The attempt to force the employers into 
a one-sided contract by ordering a strike 
on all buildings, in all trades, tying up 
loaded vessels and preventing their dis- 
charge, requesting railroad companies not 
to accept gtanite as freight, pending the 
trouble—in short, by the application of 
forcible, 

Illegal and Unjust Measures, 
inflicting all possible inconvenience and 
damage, not only on the employer but the 
general public—is so manifestly and unlaw- 
fully violent and improper that it cannot 
be tolerated in a free country. 

The unions will not and cannot agree to 
supply labor at any fixed price for any 
fixed time, or on any particular work, 
public or private. 

All they can do is to prevent union men 
working at less wages than the prices fixed 
by the local branches of the unions, and 
prevent the employer from taking any con- 
tract with the certainty that the rate of 
wages on which his contract is based can 
be maintained to the end or for any speci- 
fied term. 

The enormous expense to which the 
unions can submit in order to carry a point 
which 

Originates with Their Leaders 
and not with themselves, demonstrates be- 
yond any question the fact that they are 
not being oppressed by their employers; 
indeed, no complaint of that description 
comes from that quarter. 

It is simply a question whether the em- 
ployer can exercise his reasonable right to 
the safe and proper management of bis 
own business, dealing justly and honora- 
bly with his workmen qnd exercising no 
lawful or personal right which he does not 
cheerfully concede. 

The charge made by the unions that the 
Manufacturers’ Association has compelled 
its members to break existing agreements 
with their workmen is denied, and is un-

Have Not Proposed Any Change 


in the bill of prices. The changes pro- 
posed have come from the local unions, 
sustained by the national unions, and the 
employers have been forced in many locali- 
ties to suspend work for want of material 
and workmen on account of strikes which 
have become general. 

The present situation has been forced by 
the unions and not by the employers or 
the employers’ association. If it were true 
that the employers had in any instance 
made a demand for the reduction of wages, 
or for an increase in hours of labor, or for 
a change in bills of prices, under existing 
agreements, there would have been some 
ground for the charge; but as it is, there 
is none, the employers being willing to 
have the bills extended not only to January 
1, 1893, but even to January 1, 1894, 1895 
or 1896, if so desired by the employes. 

We do refuse, as we have the right to re- 
fuse, any new agreements which do not be- 
gin and end with the calendar year, and no 
sound or proper reason has been offered for 
any other date. We are very glad to see 
that some of the men are disposed to go 
into business on their own account, for 
there is no remedy so good as that to cure 
a striker of his folly.

Letter from the State House. 


Boston, May 25, 1892. 


All of Thursday afternoon was devoted 
by the house to the bill for fifty-eight hours 
| & week for women and minors in manuface 
}turing and mechanical establishments. 
| It cannot be that the owners cf the great 
mills made any grea’ fight against it. If 
they had, there would have been a larger 
volte against the bill. There was un- 
questionably an effort to defeat the bill by 
adoption of an amendment for fifty-four 
hours instead of fifty-eight, but this at- 
tempted division of the ranks of the labor 
men failed utterly. The bill bad passed 
the Senate and the labor men were very 
anxious to have it go through the House 
without any change, so that there might 
be no chance for defeats. So all of the 
amendments were voted down by a very 
large voice vote, and the bill was ordered 
to a third reading in the same way. No 
offer was made to get a roll call. 

The Senate had a straight party vote on 
the bill to make election day a legal 
holiday. 


| 


Every yes vote and pair was 
Democratic, and every no vote and pair 
was Republican. So the status of that 
question is settled. 

A new table of mileage has been con- 
structed now that passes have been 
abolished, and in most cases the mileage 
has been varied from the old schedule. _ 

The great and only liquor debate of the 
House for the session came on Friday. Jt 
was on the bill to prevent the retail sale of 
liquor unless with bona fide purchases of 
food. Practically the bill operates as a re- 
peal of the so-called Donovan liquor law of 
Jast year, which itself repealed the obso- 
lete prohibition of standing drinks and 
legalized the tippling shop. The object of 
this bill is to restrict as far as possible this 
kind of drinking, and tomake every place 
where liquor is sold to be drank on the 
premises, at least a restaurant where 
food must be on sale. The bill was op- 
posed by the familiar arguments of codfish, 
crackers and cheese, impossibility of en- 
forcement, violation of contract with the 
licensees, and so on, but the chance that it 
would restrain l'quor drinking, plus some 
politics, carried the day. As a rule the 
Republicans favored the bill aud only three 
of the 103 yeas were Democrats. On the 
other hand the 85 votes against the bill in- 
eluded 17 Republicans. 

Adverse reports have been made by the 
Election Laws Committee, on all the pro- 
positions for a more speedy counting of 
votes, The committee has also reported a 
bill to punish by severe penalties any ille- 
gal marking of ballo'< at elections. This 
is probably one resul. of the Gardner case 
last fall. 

Major Merrill's report on the assessment 
endowment orders is in the line of his vig- 
orous attacks on these decaying and fraud- 
ulent corporations, though there is no 
need of anything but the dare and solemn 
facts to inform the public of the inevitable 
doom that awaits all of these schemes. 
Since July, 1891, the membership has 
shrunk from 263,606 to 72,444, and tbe 
number of orders themselves from 56 to 29. 
The liabilities on the certificates amount 
to $48,401,775 and the cash on hand to 
meet this liability is $1,195,925. The bal- 
ance must be made up by ass?sments on 


the certificate holders besides the many 
fancy salaries which the officers are draw- 
ing, if the certificates are to be paid. If 
they are not paid what a freeze out it wili 
be, and what sums will be lost by the 


credulous and foolish investors. Many are 
the tales to be told of rascally officers and 
suffering certificate holders. 

By the close vote of 11 to 12 and six 
pairs, the Senate has refused to pass the 
House bill to repeal the collateral inberit- 
ance tax. 

House has passed the bill for inter- 
changeable mileage tickets on all the rail- 
roals of the state, 

The committee on water supply reported 
in the House, Wednesday, a bill for the 
benefit of the city of Quincy, authorizing 
the appointment by the Mayor of three 
water commissioners, two of whom shall 
be residents of Quincy, to hold office for 
three years each after the system of rota- 
tion is established, who shall have general 
control of the water supply of the city. 
The bill authorizes the issue of $700,000 in 
water bonds, to run for 30 years, ata rate 
not exceeding five per cent., the interest to 
be payable semi-annually. Provision for 
payment may be made by the establish- 
ment of a sinking fund which shall, at 
maturity, be sufficient to pay the bonds, 
or, if the city chooses, it may provide for 
annual payments, each instalment to be 
pat in the annual tax levy without any 
further action. 

Mr. Bennett of Everett took a wry 
forcible way of calling public attention to 
Speaker Barrett’s ambition to be United 
States Senator when in the attempt of Mr. 
McCall of Winchester to repeal the rule 
which allows the speaker to order the 
members to be locked in when he fears 
a quorum may not be present, he spoke of 
the growing power of the speaker in con- 
centrating authority in bis hands and made 
a supposable case that any speaker in the 
chair might be a candidate for United 
States Senator, and might use his power 
arbitrarily to hurt those who did not agree 
with him.

advertised to the world his belief that 
Barrett was using his great power as 
speaker to further his ambition to be 
United States Senator. The house stood 
by Barrett. The rule would have been 
repealed probably, if the personal term had 
not been given to the debate, but the 
Speaker bad been dragged in and that fear 
of incurring his displeasure which is com- 
mon in every house made men change 
sides.

The Hundred-Mile Gait. 
| Travel at the rate of a hundred miles an 
hour, says the New York Sun, may soon 
be no longer a dream, but a common-place 
fact, for articles of incorporation have just 
been filed in Illinois by the Chicago and 
St. Louis Electric Railroad Company, 
which proposes to build a road on which 
wedge shaped cars, driven by a novel form 
of electric motor, will make the distance 
between those two cities in two hours and 
a half. 

At first only a double track will be built, 
but ultimately there are to be four tracks, 
of which the two outside tracks will be re- 
served for a loca} traffic and high-class 
freight, and the company’s plan includes 
the laying out along the line of broad ave- 
nues, facing which will be neat cottages 
and houses with long, narrow farmlands 
reaching back juto the country. 

The electric cars are to be long, low, 
compact, and light, with two pair of driv- 
ing wheels, each operated by a motor. 
Each car will weigh only ten tons, and the 
wheels will be capable of making five hun- 
dred revolutions a minute. A wedge- 
shaped projection in front, sloping upward, 
will diminish the friction of the air and 
will serve to keep the car steady. Light 
and heat will be provided by eleetric de- 
vices, and neither conductors nor brake- 
men will be needed. 

Safety is to be secured by dividing the 
road into twenty-five sections of ten miles 
each, so as to constitute a complete block 
system. 

One central-power station, six or eight 
miles from Clinton, De Witt County, IIl., 
will furnish the electricity required for 
operating the entire road, and will also 
provide additional electric power to be let 
to farmers and residents along the line for 
their special purposes, and provide for an 
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whole way from Chicago to St. Louis. 

This reads like a novel of Jules Verne, 
but it is not impossible, and the details 
seem to have been studied with knowledge 
and intelligence. May weall live to ride 
on the Chicago and St. Louis Electric 
Railroad, and prattle as we flash along like 
a comet, of the old fashioned, slow-coach 
days of 1892.— Yankee Blade. 


Women as Bank Treasurers. 

Miss Sarah C. Clark has been treasurer 
of a savings bank iu Exeter, N. H., since 
1883, and only the other day was selected 
for the tenth year of her service in that 
office. She began working in the bank as 
a clerk, and her advancement was due 
wholly to her industry and competency to 
discharge the labors assigned her. Miss 
Clark is under bonds to the amount of 
$45,000 for the faithful performance of her 
duties, the same security being exacted 
from her that a man would be required to 
furnish. Under her management the busi- 
ness of the bank has largely increased, and 
her good judgment in the placing of loans 
bas caused her to be madea member of the 
investment company. ‘The assets of the 
bank are now over $500,000, while the de- 
posits are increasing $50,000 annually. 

New Hampshire has three women treas- 
urers of savings banks. Miss J. Grace 
Alexander has been treasurer of the Securi- 
ty Savings Bank of Winchester since its 
organization in 1881. The assets of the 
bank are $280,000. Miss Cora A. Wells 
was recently elected treasurer of a savings 
bank at Hinsdale.—Hraoklyn Citizen.

How tq Send Fiowers by Mait.

MEMORIAL DAY. 


Many years have passed since those 
who today compose the Grand Army of the 
Republic laid down their munitions of war 
and again took up the neglected pursuits of 
peaceful life. Yet while that was long ago 
the memory of those stirring and bloody 
events which are forgotten during the 
greater part of the year are brought fresh 
to mind as Memorial day approaches. 


Many of these brave heroes who re- 
sponded to the call in ’61, left their homes 
and families to meet death in strange land, 
and to be rudely buried far from loved 
ones in an unkept and unmarked grave, 


but their memory will remain green in the 
hearts of every true and loyal citizen. 

Others more fortunate but none the less 
brave were spared to return, and a few of 
these are with us today, for thousands of 
these who returned have died a peaceful 
death. 

Those who still remain with us have a 
most sacred duty to perform, and May, 
the month when everything is so fresh 
and green, is the fitting time to perform 
that duty. Thus Memorial day has been 
set apart and the memory of the days gone 
will never be forgotten as long as that day 
and the United States survives. 

It is customary with the Post in Quincy 
as in other places, to give the day to the 
decorating of the graves of fallen heroes, 
and they perform that duty as faithfully 
as they did the command to advance upon 
the enemy in olden days. Yet as they 
march through the streets with slow and 
measured tread, one can not help but 
noticing that their ranks are rapidly grow- 
ing thinner, each year some familiar face is 
missed, and the only answer of inquiry of 
the absent ones whereabouts is he gone. 

Ina few years at the most the Grand 
Army will be no more and then the sacred 
duty which so long has been their work 
will be devolved upon the Sons of Veterans, 
an organization formed to perpetuate the 
memory of those who so nobly fought, that 
we of today might enjoy the blessings of a 
free and united country. 

Memorial Sunday. 


Sunday morning a large delegation of 
Paul Revere Post 88, G. A. R., assembled 
at headquarters and marched to the Uni- 
versalist church, where the pastor, Rev. 
H. A. Philbrook, had been invited to ad- 
dress them, The congregation was un- 
usually large. About the pulpit there was 
a pretty display of flowers. 

The services throughout were patriotic 
and appropriate to Memorial day, the large 
choir adding much to the occasion. The 
pastor’s Sermon was a superior one, and a 
synopsis is given below: 

The subject of the sermon was “The 
Cross and the Flag, the Symbols of Sacri- 
fice and Strength.”” The necessity of em- 
blems and their power in appealing to what 
is best in union was first considered. Hence 
Shoda tarre.ge the cross and flag, one 
ism. Loyalty to the highest truths of our 
spiritual being is the abreviated sign of the 
cross. History reveals its power, and the 
symbol itself impresses every beholder with 
the thought of the suffering Christ. 

The cross bears a somewhat similar re- 
lation to the church as the flag does to the 
countfy. It is the symbol of religious loy- 
alty, as the flag is the emblem of patriot- 
ism, embodied in visible type. Every nation 
has its appropriate ensign. Our fathers 
chose wisely the stars and the stripes, with 
the symbolic colors speaking to the heart 
as well as the eye, and the stars represent- 
ing the separate states, forming one firm 
union. 

The meaning of the cross is life—the 
fulness and overflow of true life. This 
significance of the cross was illustrated by 
an instructive and beautiful legend, and 
appropriately applied. Certain conditions 
stamp the best life with the seal of sacri- 
fice. These conditions were discussed at 
length, 

A sacri icial offering must be made volun- 


tarily. Willing suffering bears this high 
character, Acts of benevolence, deeds of 


heroism, self-forgetfulness when suffering, 
these stir the inmost founts of our being. 
The many deeds of self-sacrifice during the 
war were resplendent with the glory of a 
grand principle, and revealed the honor 
and dignity of human nature. 

Another condition of sacrifice is that 
the offering must be made to a principle. 
Giving alone is not sufficient. Much is 
given to quench the desire for gold, but 
this is not sacrifice. The planters who de- 
fended their cotton during the war, the 
men who fought to destroy their country 
and perpetuate human slavery were not 
martyrs and heroes in any proper sense of 
these words, The sacrifices made by the 
patriotic soldier were for the general wel- 
fare of North and South alike, for the 
grand impersonal nation, which is behind 
and before all. ‘To illustrate some of the 
scenes and sufferings of the war, Mr. 
Philbrook related several touching in- 
cidents he witnessed in the hospitals dur- 
ing his service as chaplain. 

In concluding, a tribute was paid to the 
memory of those who died in the war, 
Over their graves, by the side of the cross, 
the flag isto be planted tomorrow, and 
these symbols of sacrifice and strength will 
have a deeper meaning and a diviner signi- 
ficance to those who are to engage in that 
service. 

Mr. Lull’s Address. 

Sunday evening the Post, accompanied 
by the Sons of Veterans and Woman's 
Relief Corps, attended services at the Con- 
gregational church. 

The altar was prettily trimmed with 
flowers, the letters G. A. R, in evergreen 
occupying a position on the wall. In front 
of the altar was stacked arms from which 
hung a drum, draped over these were the 
National colors. 

The exercises commenced at 7.30, the 
church at that hour being completely filled, 
by singing by the choir, reading of the 46th 
Psalm by the pastor, Rev. Edward Norton, 
congregation singing and prayer by Rev. 
H. A. Philbrook with response by choir. 

Mr. Herbert W. Lull, superintendent of 
schools, was then introduced as the orator 
of the evening. Mr. Lull spoke for nearly 
an hour andan abstract of his fine address 
follows = 

Mr. Lult introduced his subject by illus- 
trations of some of the different reasons 
for which men have staked their lives in 
the past. Home and native land, religion, 
freedom of the individual, and love of 
knowledge were accented as among the 
better motives that have actuated man in 
this world of warfare. As a climax how- 
ever, he referred to those who gave up 
home and life for the slave, and he claimed 
for sueb the victor’s palm. The place of Me-

the army of the living and that of the dead. 
In this connection Mr. Lull paid a high 
tribute to the martyred president, the 
typical American. 

The rapid flight of time, the healing of 
heart wounds, and the danger of forgetting 
our debt to the veterans of 1861, "U5, were 
forcibly impressed on the audience. In 
spite of the fact that more than a billion of 
dollars has been paid out from the national 
treasury as pensions, and though Massa- 
chusetts stands in the very forefront of all 
the states with her state and her military 
aid, yet more must be done to prevent suf- 
fering and want; as our veterans, already 
of an average age of more than half a 
century, are now in their declining years 
and are less able to provide for themselves. 
To emphasize the debt the Nation owes to 
her citizen heroes, the speaker pictured 
the present area, population, and prosperity 
of the country, and also the blessings and 
privileges that our government confers on 
its citizens. The cost in treasure and life 
in preserving our union of States, and the 
value of what is now ours, were sharply 
contrasted. 

The audience were reminded that man 
had not monopolized all the patriotism of 
the country, as proven by the different 
lines of patriotic work in which woman 
has been engaged. The life of privation, 
separation, toil, and even want at home; 
the work of the Sanitary Commission, the 
patient, heroic nurses, and the work of 
the present day in the Relief Corps at the 
right hand of the Grand Army, were por- 


-trayed, and woman was given her place in 


the ranks of honor second to no man. 

To mitigate, somewhat, the force of the 
expression, “the Civil War,’ Mr. Lull 
briefly reviewed the characteristics, and 
the radical differences in social customs, 
tone of government, and inherited tenden- 
cies between North and South, as illus- 
trated by the two typical states, Massachu- 
setts and Virginia. In the unification now 
going on and in the fusing of all into one 
homogeneous people, he saw at least one 
justification of the war and a prospect in 
the near future of a real American nation- 
ality. 

The long complicity of North with South 
in the unhallowed institution of slavery, 
until there were 4,000,000 of bonded and 
shackled laborers in this country; the long 
series of compromises that led up to ’61; 
the atonement demanded of Northern 
blood, and now paid; the promises made 
by the North and by the Constitution to 
the negro and the obligation on the part of 
the North to fulfil them, were vigorously 
stated. 

The speaker by a forcible simile showed 
the growth of personal freedom and in this 
reminded his hearers that on Memorial day 
not only the soldiers of '61 should be 
honored, but those of other ages and other 
countries who had made it possible for the 
men of today to have such a government 
to cherish and to protect. 

The old Roman verse of Horace was 
die for one’s country.” But it was sug- 
gested that the rendering be changed for 
today in this way: ‘‘It is sweet and glorious 
to live and work for one’s country.” Mr. 
Lull claimed that though war had ceased, 
yet the battle of progress must go on, and 
he also thought that in the great public 
measures of the day there was an ample 
field for patriotic citizens to work. There- 
fore, he who realizes the possibilities of 
life in America ought to exert himself: to 
study the important questions of the day 
and to come to a sensible conviction upon 
them. 

Immigration, education and patriotism 
were so closely allied that the orator of the 
day could not refrain from touching briefly 
upon them to impress on those who might 
be lamenting the lack of opportunity for 
performing great deeds, that there is still 
a fine chance for their work and an op- 
portunity to display their devotion to the 
nation. 

To the successful accomplishment of 
the score of measures of the day, the 
speaker confidently looked forward, and 
then, he declared, the generations of the 
future would acknowledge their debt to us 
even as we do to the long line of heroes, 
who paid the price for our freedom and 
sealed the compact with their blood. 

In conclusion the “army of the unseen 
dead who perchance were even then pass- 
ing adown the hall’’ were invoked to 
reveal the future. While they seemed 
to the speaker to assure success and 
prosperity, yet they demanded high, con- 
scientious, and patriotic efforts on the part 
of the present generation; for it was 
“like the grain of mustard seed, or leaven 
within the flower, and the great end shall 
come in some unreckoned hour.”’

The day in this city was observed in a 
quiet manner, only a few of the stores 
keeping open and they only a few hours in 
the morning. It was a favorable day for 
the exercises, although there were several 
slight showers.

Quincy Manufacturers’ Speak, 


The executive committee of the Granite 
Manufacturers’ Association, of Quincy, is- 
sued the following open letter: 

To the citizens of Quincy and others inter- 
ested in the present labor difficutties 
existing in the Granite Industries: 

The which prevail 
among our citizens, employes and news- 
papers, regarding the position in which the 
Granite Manufacturers stand, have induced 
the Executive Committee of the Granite} 
Manufactures’ Association of Quincy to 
present the following statement of our 
position, that erroneous impressions may 
be removed. 

The facts and explanation are applicable 
to all sections of New England. 

The letter from the Granite Cucters’ | 
National Union Committee purporting to | 
be an answer to the statements of the! 
Executive Committee of the New England 
Association does not, and cannot gainsay | 
the facts as represented and shown, and | 
this statement may be of service defining | 
more clearly our position. 

For years it has been the custom of the 
Granite Cutters’ and Quarrymens’ Unions 
each spring and summer, to make unrea- 
sonable demands upon the employers of | 
the members of said unions. 

These demands, coming ata time when 
work has been urgently needed, has in 
many instances seriously embarrassed the 
manufacturers and prevented the carrying |} 
out of contracts already entered into by | 
them. The dictations of the unions have } 
yearly become more arbitrary and unjust. 
There methods have been to single out 
certain men or localities, and force such 
men or locaiities to accede to these unjust 
demands. For frivolous and imaginary 
causes manufacturers have frequently been 
boycotted, and their business brought to a 
standstill for days and months at a time; 
their losses in many instances amounting 
to thousands of dollars. By the unwar- 
ranted interference of labor unions, the 
manufactarers have been deprived of their 
rights to deal individually with their em- 
ployes. These causes recurring each sea- 
son have readered the granite business so 
and unprofitable, that the 
Manufacturers were at last compelled for 


misunderstanding 


to resist the unjust demands of the labor 
organizations. 

It is not now, nor has it ever been the | 
object of the associations to impose apy 
unjust or unreasonable conditions upon 
their employes, or to reduce the wages of | 
labor. The associations only insist that 
each of their members shall be protected 
in the right to manage his own business 
affairs, and fulfill his contracts and obliga- 
tions without dictation or hindrance. 

During the present season, in many lo- 
c2lities, notices have been given by unions 
that existing bills of prices should termin- 
ate, and in their stead arbitrary and unrea- 
sonable bills of prices have been pre- 
sented, and their acceptance insisted upon. 

Where these demands have not yet been 
acceded to, strikes have followed and busi- 


Owing to these strikes the production of 
stock has been largely suspended through 
out New England. This suspension of stock 
has resulted in the enforced suspenson of 
other branches of the granite business, 
acd in the throwing out of 
employment many laborers, directly and 
indirectly, connected with this business. 
The union men also have invariably re- 


non-union men at these place. Many em- 
ployers have been under heavy penalties 


they could not fill on account of these 
In the monumental trade, this 
completion 
of many contracts promised for Decoration 


These unsettled conditions of the trade | 


| existed in so many localities that the Manu- 
|facturers were of necessity, compelled to 


give notice to their employes that unless 
settlements were effected by May 14th, 
they would be comp2lled to suspend work 


In taking this position, it should be dis- 
tinetly understood that no existing agree- | 
ments or arrangements are affected, broken | 
or violated. 

The employers have an unquestionable 
right to suspend work whenever their best 
interest or necessity demands it, and this 
is a privilege which the employes and 
Unions have always exercised, regardless 
of billsof prices or the wishes of their 
employers. 

We also wish it distinctly understood 
that in insisting upon the termination of 
bills of prices in January, the employers do 
not desire to make any reduction in the 
bills of prices, or in any way to change 
them to the detriment of their employes. 

They are willing to arrange bills of 
prices to continue for one, two or several 
years, providing the term expires at a time 
when such termination will least interfere 
with the fulfilment of their contracts with 
their customers, and not cripple their 
season’s business. 

The proposition from employes in some 
places to give six months notice previous 
to May Ist, of an intended change, is not 
satisfactory, for the reason that employers 
know from experience terms cannot usually 
be arranged until the expiration of the 
notice, and oftentimes long afterwards, 

It is therefore desirable that the settle- 
ment of these difficulties be not deferred 
until the midst of a busy season, when our 
contracts are being executed. 

While the employers distinctly declare it 
is not their intention to take any advan- 
tage of their employes at the time sug- 
gested for the termination of prices, they 
also wish it distinctly understood that they 
cannot allow their contracts to be seriously 
impaired, nor their business interfered 
with, by the termination of bills in the 
busiest season of the year. 

The employers, in their position, feel 
that they have their employes interests in 
view as well as their own, for the reason 
that permanency of employment to the 
men is as important a factor as stability in 
business to the employer, and that these 
results cannot be permanently secured un- 
der the conditions which have prevailed in

—The oldest hotel in Switzerland, and 
probably the oldest in the world, is the 
Hotel of the Three Kings, at Basle. 
Among its guests in 1026 were the Emperor 
Conrad IJ., his son, Henry III., and 
Rudolph, the last king of Burgundy. 


—The corner-stone of the White House 
in Washington, D. C., was laid in 1792. 
The building was first occupie! by Presi- 
dent Adams in 1800. The White House 
was burned by the British in 1814, and its 
restoration was completed in 1818, 


—It is the intention, if possible, to ar- 
range for a grand international regatta for 
both salt and fresh water yachts during the 
Columbian Exposition. It is proposed to 
provide large prizes and make perfect 
arrangements so that yachtsmen will be- 
come deeply interested in the project. 


—Dr. Cyrus Adler, who has been travel- 
ing in the Orient for the World’s Fair, 
reports that the trade school in Jerusalem 
is one of the best of the kind he has ever 
examined. It teaches twenty trades, and 
is maintained by the Universal Israelitish 
Alliance. 


—A Kansas City paper says that there is 
a boulder in the Ozarks which will attract 
a jack knife dropped nine feet away and 
that along the line of the fifth principal 
meridian in the counties of Carter, Rey- 
nolds, Iron and Washington, the lines of 
east and west surveys are deflected from 
the true course several degrees, the needle 
being affecte ed by the > deposits of loadstone. 


—The idea of the search light on Mt. 
Washington, which can be seen from the 
Boston State House, and telegraphic com- 
munication established by means of signals 
between two points, is interesting. The 
search light is destined to play a great part 
in scientific advancement. It is believed 
that one placed on Mt. Washington could 
be seen from half a dozen states. 


—A weather prophet now announces 
terrible floods in the East during the first 
days of June, similar to those which are 
laying waste the region of Sioux City, Ia. 
All lands adjacent to the Mississippi rivers 
are liable to unexpected calamity in the 
rising of these great streams, whose wa- 
ters, when swelled by heavy rains, added 
to the melting snow from the mountains, 
overflow all possible boundaries. 


—The following test of genuineness in 
diamonds is said to be effective: Prick a 
hole in a card with a needle and look at it 
closely through the gem. If it appears as 
a single hole the stone is genuine; if 
double, itisglass. Put your fingers behind 
the table of the gem and look through it as 
through a microscope. If you can distin- 
guish the grain of the skin clearly it is 
glass; if not, it is a stone. 


—Sound travels by waves radiating from 
a central point of disturbance, just as 
waves radiate when a stone is dropped into 
still water. So far as the hearing of each 
individual is concerned, these waves move 
in a direct line from the cause of the sound 
to his ear, the impact being the greatest in 
the ear nearest to the source. This being 
the case, a person who has totally lost the 
sense of hearing in one ear, although he 
may imagine that the defect is of little con- 
sequence, cannot locate the direction of a 
sound to save his life, even when the centre 
of disturbance is quite near him. 


—Eucalyptus oil has come into such 
demand that over 20,000 pounds were sent 
to England from California last year, the 
tree having been planted in immense 
quantities in that state. Gen. Stratton 
planted fifty-five acres near Haywards in 
1869, chiefly for timber purposes. In 1883 
it was discovered that a decoction of the 
leaves would remove the incrusted scales 
from boilers. While the engineers were 
preparing the liquid they imagined the 
odor cured one of bronchitis and another 
of asthma, and they started a factory to 
extract the oil at San Lorenzo, which is 
said to have been the beginning of this 


industry.

One cupful of 


—————= | butter, two of sugar, three of flour, the 


whites of eight eggs, half a wineglass of 
white wine, two teaspoonfuls of baking 
powder, one-fourth of a pound of citron, 
cut fine; half a pound of chopped almonds, 
one teaspoonful of desiccated cocoanut. 
Beat the butter to a cream, and gradually 
beat in the sugar, and then the wine. Beat 
the eggs to a stiff froth, and stir into the 
butter and sugar. Add the flour, which 
has been thoroughly mixed with the baking 
powder, and lastly the fruit. Bake in two 
loaves, forty minutes in a moderate oven.— 
Miss Parloa. 


Disu FoR Dessert. A wholesome dish 
for dessert is made by soaking half a pint 
of tapioca all night ina little more than 
half a pint of cold water. Pat a thick 
layer of canned peaches in the bottom of a 
pudding dish, leaving ont the syrup; sprin- 
kle sugar over the peaches, and then put 
into the oven to become hot; add half a 
pint of the peach syrup to the tapioca, half 
a teacupful of sugar, and as much water as 
is needed to thin the tapioca; let this boil 
until it is perfectly clear, then pour over the 
peaches and bake for half an hour. When 
cold, serve with sugar and cream, 


MACARONI AND Tomato. If you wish 
to prepare a quart dish for your table, fill 
your dish about a third full of macaroni; 
put it in a saucepan and cover over with 
plenty of boiling water, to allow for swell- 
ing, and boil twenty minutes to half an 
hour; it must be soft, but quite whole; 
drain off all the water; stirin a piece of 
butter the size of a small egg, and a small 
cup of grated cheese, and place in your 
dish; strain over it a quart of well stewed 
tomatoes while hot, and bake half an hour, 
or until brown; salt and season tomatoes 
to taste before adding to macaroni.

Letter from the Union. 


The following letter on the granite labor 
troubles was sent out by the Granite 
Cutters National Union last Saturday and 
is self explanatory: 


Tue GRANITE CUTTERS’ ? 
NATIONAL UNION, 
Concorp N. H., May 28, 1892. ) 
To the Public: 

A statement appears in the daily papers 
purporting to emanate from the *‘Execu- 
tive Committee New England Manufac- 
turers’ Association,’ which at first we 
deemed not necessary to reply to, believ- 
ing that such lame excuses for a serious 
wrong bore on its face its own condemna- 
tion in the minds of ali unprejudiced per- 
sons; but the desire having been freely ex- 
pressed by disinterested parties for us to 
no tice the manifesto, we do se in as brief 
manner as possible, considering the nature 
of the case, remarking that if we do not 
take up every point, it is not from the want 
of an answer and proof, but from a desire 
not to tire the patience of the public with 
a long-winded statement in the style of 
“you're another,’’ which, instead of draw- 
ing contending parties together, tends to 
widen the breach, and it is well known that 
the relations existing in the stone trade are 
at present strained enough without adding 
thereto. 


In the statement referred to, the quarry- 
men of Westerly are first approached as 
being unreasonable in asking for a mini- 
mum rate of wages at 23 cents per hour 
instead of 22 2-9, or 18 cents ‘to inexperi- 
enced or less capable men,” by which it 
appears thatin the sliding scale 18 cents 
receives the preference, and experience 


| teaches that the minimum is the preferred 


rate by an employer in the granite trade. 
Some, it is true, will go short of a cigar or 
two a day to give an extra good man a 
higher rate. Two dollars a day appears to 
some a very high rate of wages, but when 
it is taken into consideration the time lost 
through wet weather and in winter, it will 
be found that the yearly earnings of quar- 
rymen are very scanty, and we venture to 
say that quarrymen, as a rule, would gladly 
accept an offer of $2 per day and no lost 
time. In addition to lost time, the hard 
work of the quarryman, his exposure to all 
changes of weather, his liability to loss of 
life or limb, renders his calling a hazardous 
one, and we have yet to learn of a quarry- 
man who has become a millionaire by at- 
tending only to his hammer and drill, for, 
although some quarrymen have become 
well off, the money has been made more by 
scheming than by hard work at $2 per day 
and lost time. There does not appear any 
showing that the quarrymen desired to re- 
strict a generous employer from paying 
above the minimum rate, because in the 
quotation made it says, ‘‘paid no less than 
23 cents per hour,” but it nowhere appears 
that ‘‘while the employers desired to pay 
each man all that he could earn,” any ef- 
fort has been made to balk them in their 
generous desires. 

The narrative then goes on to link the 
quarrymen with the cutters, and states 
that it was evident that the quarrymen’s 
strike would become general, of which, as 
far as we can learn, there was no such in- 
tention or desire on the part of the work- 
men; and the manufacturers, while laying 
their plans for a gencral lockout, gave out 
publicly through the press that at the 
meeting of the manufacturers’ association 
held in Boston, Feb. 9, ‘Some bills of 
prices were submitted from different local 
associations and referred to the committee, 
Everything was reported in good working 
order, and although several bills are pend- 
ing, no labor trouble is anticipated.” But 
as subsequent events have proven, other 
trouble was contemplated, as it shows that 
they knew what bills required their con- 
sideration, and they knew what others 
might be expected, yet they do not appear 
to have desired to consult with the work- 
men to come to an amicable understanding 
on such bills of prices and that their plans 
were laid for a lockout, or as now termed, 
‘*a suspension of business,’’ appears evi- 
dent from the fact that twice when sub- 
committees of the National Committee 
have met sub-committees of the Executive 
Committee the “‘ leader’ of the Manufac- 
turers’ Association made threats of a 
general lockout, so that it must be evident 
that it was not the suddenly conceived idea 
of finding that the bills expired on April 
30, which caused them to lockout their 
men, but a scheme to break the union, for 
previously they have had committees of 
each party meet and discuss the matters 
arising in bills of prices presented, and 
only when all other means failed to effect a 
settlement had a stoppage of work taken 
place anywhere, 

The offer made by the employers to have 
bills of prices expire December 31 of each 
year was viewed by the workmen of the 
granite business generally as not in the 
best interest of the workmen and the mer- 
chants with whom they have to do business 
to procure their uecessaries from, as past 
experience has proven that every possible 
advantage has been taken of the workmen 
in the winter months, and during the past 
winter we know of places where men have 
been cut down from the rate per hour they 
were paid during the spring, summer and 
fall as soon as hard weather set in, and in 
view of such recent events, even with the 
bills of prices expiring in the spring, work- 
men doubt the intentions of those whom, 
by past experience, they have known to 
have kept back work in summer, telling 
the men that they would be glad to cut it 
before the winter is over. Merchants in 
granite localities also know by experience 
the grinding-down process adopted and the 
method of doing business of some bosses by 
giving their men orders on the merchants 
for clothes, groceries or provisions in lien 
of cash, and they got their money when 
they could from the bosses, Is it any won- 
der that, knowing all these things, the 
workmen object to a return to such a sys- 
tem and that the public sympathy is with 
the workmen, 

The union has never dictated to, any 
branch at what date its bill of prices should 
expire, and each branch making its own 
bill of prices with the employers of its own 
members, only, but when it was published 
by the employers that December 31 was its 
ultimatum and one employer exultantly 
pointed to two places as having agreed to 
it, those places, which signed under a mis- 
apprehension, were notified that the union 
did not recognize any such a date and they 
were not ‘‘ peremptorily ordered” to with- 
draw, but were requested to give the re- 
quired notice of a change for the substitu- 
tion of dates; but before the time expired 
they were locked out. In only one place 
that we know of was there any change 
from the old date asked for and that was 
Concord, N. H., which, without any re- 
quest, desire or “‘ peremptory" order from 
the union in the bill the branch presented 
to the employers three months ago, it sub- 
stituted April for May, 1893, for the expir- 
ation of the new bill, but before the expir- 
ation of the three months the employers of 
Concord were ‘‘ peremptorily ordered’’ by 
the executive committee of the New Eng- 
land Macufacturers’ Association to lock 
out their men May 14, when the existing 
agreement did not expire until May 31. 

In regayd to the question of bills of 
prices, they were established as mych ky 
the desire of the employers as by tel 
desire of the workmen, for prior to their 
establishment it was continually urged by | Pe 
employers, ‘‘ Why don’t you get up a bill 
of prices, so that we can compete fairly 
with other employers ?” their ery being 
that so-and-so was getting his work cut 
for so much a foot, and it cught to be 
stopped. Thus in different places and at 
different times bills of prices were estab- 
lished, and the union has never attempted 
to dictate to any of its branches or any 
employer when such should go into effect. 

The gbject of presenting a bill of prices 
and giving three months’ notice of any 
change being desired, is that the new bill 
presented shows the price which the work- 
men, from experi ence of the old bill, find 


should be the price in the future to enable 
them to earn a fair day's pay, and the 
three months’ notice is to give the em- 
ployers ample time to meet the men and 
arrange matters before the expiration of; 
the time for which the old bill runs, and 
to enable the employers to complete any 
contracts on hand taken on the old bill. | 
We once heard an employer say when a | 
six months’ notice was suggested to him, 
I do not want any six mouths’ notice, as 
I never get a job that would last me over 
one month at a time.” | 

The reasons formerly given for a desire 
on the employers’ part tochange the date 
to December 31 was on account of figuring 
world architects’ offices, ete.; but as 
assuch cannot hold good when the fact 
can be shown that one of the largest jobs 
in New England !was let, in the sammer 
months, they drop that argument and fall 
back on their books, statements and 
settlements for the year, to endeavor to 
make it appear to the public how systematic 
their business is conducted, when we 
venture to say that a Jarge number of the 
granite contractors, beyond a day book and 
an order book, do not follow any systematic 
system of bookkeeping. 

The date when workmen desire bills of 
prices to go into effect is not in the middle 
of the season, but in the commence- 
ment of the working season, for but little 
is done prior to May !, owing to the 
severity of the winters for outdoor quarry- 
ing operations. 

The workmen do not question the right 
of an employer to manage his own busi- 
ness, but do not consider it right for him 
to make experiments and charge the ex- 
pense of such to the workmen’s account to 
make good any losses sustained in making 
good such experiments, and consider that 
workmen also have rights as well as the 
employers and their leaders, 

The question of union men refusing 
from principle to unload vessels is as much 
aright belonging to them as it is for a 
union employer to refuse to sell rough 
stock or polish work for a non-union em- 
ployer. By the expressed views of the 
executive committee of the association, it 
is unlawful, violent and improper for union 
workmen to refuse to handle anything 
coming from those who are fighting against 
them; but it is lawful aud right for union 
employers, under dictation of their 
“leaders,” to refuse to sell stock or polish 
stone for those who are not members of 
their association, and they endeavor by 
every means in their power to prevent 
them from continuing in business. 

The unions do not conduct an employ- 
ment agency, but they endeavor, when 
needed, to procure workmen for employers 
when requested to do so; but by the same 
argument advanced by the executive com- 
mittee—they cannot guarantee that men 
will work for any employer, for any length 
of time, for any rate of wages which an 
employer may choose to give him above 
the minimum, if the workman considers 
he is not being paid what he is justly en- 
titled to; neither can a union insist on any 
workman remaining in the employ of any 
firm which may take an undue advantage 
of him; neither will an employer guarantee | 
a workman a situation for any length of 
time, regardless of the work he fulfills or 
the length of time his work may last. | 

“The voice is Jacob's voice, but the hand 
is the hand of Esau,” when the executive 
committee says the workmen will submit 
to any expense to carry a point which origi- 
nates with some supposititious “leader.” 
The voice is mild which disclaims any 
knowledge of “oppression” and ‘dealing | 
justly and honorably with his workmen,” 
but the hand is the hairy one whicb, act- 
ing contrary to the voice forces firms which | 
have signed agreements for another year, | 
and in other cases not having given notice 
of changes on either side to violate such 
agreements and ‘‘suspends business.”’ 

In answer to the denial that the Granite | 
Manufacturers’ Association have compelled 
its members to break existing agreements, | 
and which is said to be untrue, we cite 
Boston, Clark’s Island, Monson and other 
places where bills were signed for the pres- | 
ent year. Westerly and other places, where 
no notice of change being given on either | 
side, the old agreements held good for | 
another year. And in Mason, N. H., } 
where there is no branch and no bill of | 
prices, four men were working there, yet 
on the “‘premptory orders’’ of the associa- 
tion the men employed in these places are 
locked out. The special plea is made that | 
the manfuacturers have not proposed any 
change in the bill of prices in those places, 
when facts speak louder than words, and | 
in places where bills have been in force, | 
distinctly stating the date when such should 
expire, men have been forced out of em- 
ployment with, in some places, only three 
minutes’ notice, instead of three months’ 
notice of change desired in date of existing | 
bills. We wonder what that is? | 
It is now for the first time officially 
offered ‘To the Public,” but not to the} 
workmen that the members of the associa- | 
tion are willing to make billsof prices run 
from two to four years. It is singular that 
such an offer was not made to the work- | 
men officially before locking them out. 
Sometime ago, when the question of a 
long-term bill was suggested to settle a dis- 
pute where some of the executive commit- 
tee were acting, the suggestion was re- 
jected by the manufacturers, | 

The sympathetic tone adopted concern-| 
ing those who have started into business | 
for themselves since the lockout began is | 
not borne out by actions, as every obstacle | 
that can be placed in their way is being | 
placed, so as to force them out of business, 
or we are wrongly informed. If the ‘‘cure”’ | 
is so sure we should think they would not 
endeavor to stop them from from being 
cured,

Mending Straw Hats. 


It is convenient to know how to repair 
straw bats, as those of the children of the 
household get sadly battered in brim and 
crown. One should always keep one old 
straw hat cf each of the ordinary colors— 
black and brown and white—to supply ma- 
terial for repairing, and to thisend it is 
wise to avoid buying the fancy straws, as 
the plain braids are much more durable and 
useful. Black thread, No. 40, is used for 
all sewing of straw, except the finest grades 
of hand-sewed hats, and the domestic mil- 
liner may well follow the trade rule. The 
straw should be wet or dampened as it is 
sewed, as this will prevent its breaking. 
When a brim is ragged, rip off the torn 
braid, and taking a braid that matches, 
deftly weave the ends together, and sew 
around the hat’s edge as many rows as are 
wished. The brim can be made to turn 
down by stretching the upper edge of the 
braid tightly as it is sewed, or made to roll 
up by holding the upper edge of the braid 
loosely, the mender guiding the results by 
her taste and judgment as she sewa. Torn 
crowns are replaced in the same way. 
Braids that do not match can be utilized 
wherever the trimming will bide the patch, 
and unfasbicnable low crowns may thus be 
transformed into those of any desired 
height.—Harper’s Bazar.

All day the Norwich attorneys dropped 
into the probate office to examine curious- 
ly the extraordinary bill, and a veteran of 
the bar said, after he had carefully 
measured it, ‘It’s unquestionably the long- 
est bill ever presented in the history of 
the law in this country.”"—Cor.

Strawberry Shortcake, 


Put into a sieve one pint of flour, half 
@ teaspoonful of salt, one tablespoonful of 
sugar and two teaspoonfuls of baking 
powder. 

Mix well and rub through the sieve. 
Now rub into the flour one tablespoonful 
of lard and two of butter. Stir into this 
a scant half-pint of sweet milk. Mix 
quickly with a spoon and divide into two 
parts. Koll each part into a smooth ball 
and, after sprinkling the bread board 
with flour, roll each ball down to three- 
quarters of an inch in thickness and place 
on two tin plates. Bake in a hot oven 
for about fifteen minutes. 

Pick over and mash three pints of ripe 
strawberries, and just as they are to be 
put in the shortcake, add a generous cup- 
ful of sugar. 

On taking the shortcakes from the 
oven, tear them apart. Spread with 
soft butter (not melted), and also witha 
thick layer of strawberries. Put on the 
covers and serve at once. 

Should the cakes be desired richer, 
three tablespoonfuls of butter may be 
used. The three pints of berries are a 
generous allowance. 

Should the sugar be added to the straw- 
berries too soon there would be too much 
juice.—Maria Parloa, in Good Housekeep- 
ing.

Street Sprinkling. 


City Solicitor McAnarney rendered the 
following opinion to the Council Monday 
evening on the street sprinkling order 
which proposed to spend $5,400 for street 
sprinkling, causing a substitute to be of- 
fered curtailing the streets and amount, 
which passed. The opinion is of interest 
as establishing a precedent: 

Quincy, June 2, *92. 
James Tuompson, Esq., President of the 
City Council, City of Quincy, 

DEAR Sir:—In relation to Order No. 64, 
of said Council providing for the watering 
of certain streets in said city, I would ad- 
vise as follows, viz: 

Section 34 of our City charter provided 
among other things that the Commissioner 
of Public Works ‘Shall have cognizance, 
direction and control of the care of the} 


streets.” | 

Chapter 179, Section 4 of the Acts of the | 
General Court for the year A. D., 1891, 
ied that cities may “annually appro- | 
and expend money for watering its

It was clearly the intention of the framers | 
of our charter that except as provided in 
Section 15, of said charter, the Commis- 
sioner of Public Works should have the 
direction and control of all money expended 
on our streets, and that intention is clearly 
and legally set forth in said charter, and it 
is the law we must recognize and act in 
accordance with, until changed or amended. 

The Commissioner of Public Works 
through the head of the executive depart- 
ment, His Honor the Mayor, makes known 
to the Legislative department what appro- 
priation is necessary for the care of the 
streets, specifying the streets if he elects. 

The duty of the Legislative department 
is to refuse to appropriate the money or to 
appropriate the money as called for in the 
communication from the executive depart- 
ment. The Legislative department cannot 
go farther and order the appropriation or a 
part thereof to be expended on streets not 
referred to in said communication. 

This order, No. 64, being based on 
conimunication from the executive, men- 
tioned the streets itis proposed to water, 
comes within the rule or law I have allud- 
ed to, and the City Council cannot legally 
order and enforce the watering of streets 
not mentioned in said communication. 

This order and its object is governed by 
the same sweeping provision and spirit of

MILTON. 


Prof. John Moore gave a lecture Tues-| Children’s day will be observed at the 


day evening in the Congregational vestry, 
Wollaston. The subject was, “Sights and 
Insights in Scotland and Ireland.” The 
lecturer having travelled extensively in 
both countries and having observed for 
himself, and not through the eyes of others, 
felt prepared to give fresh views of people 
and things. 

He landed in Glasgow and the first im- 
pression produced was the solidity of the 
docks and buildings, showing by their ma- 
terial and structure, that they were adapted 
to stand for indefinite ages. The most 
prominent object of antiquarian interest is 
the cathedral which dates back to the 
twelfth century. This is today the finest 
ecclesiastical structure in Glasgow. Edin- 
burgh the capitol and Athens,of North 
Britain, is about an hour’s ride by rail 
from Glasgow. This abounds with histori- 
cal associations and remains. The Castle, 
Holyrood Palace, St. Giles church in which 
Knox preached were described. 

Scotland is exceedingly rich in antiqua- 
rian remains, which are worthy of much 
more attention than most tourists bestow. 
These are full of meaning and inspiration 
to thoughtful minds, They call up promi- 
nently before the mind the struggles for 
and triumphs of civil and religions free- 
dom. The lecturer viewed from the lofty 
rock where Sterling Castle stands, seven 
battle fields including that of Baunock- 
burn. ‘The Scotch are generally an intelli- 
gent, law abiding and industrious people. 
Knox and the other reformers believed in 
the open Bible and the school, as did the 
Pilgrims, who settled New England. The 
results have been what might be expected. 
The great evil of Scotland is whiskey 
drinking. The churches there are far be- 
hind in respect to temperance. Liquor 
drinkers and sellers in churches are so 
common as to be scarcely noticed. The 
deteriorating effects are visible and terrible. 
There are, however, hopeful sigus of an 
improvement in this direction. The 
Christian churches in this country are half 
acentury ahead uf those in Scotland in 
temperance reform. 

The lecturer spent a year in Ireland. 
Visited Londonderry, which is the only 
walled city on the island. He was there 
on the two hundredth anniversary of the 
opening of the gates after the Jong siege, 
which Macaulay styles the most memorable 
in the annals of British history. King 
James, who aimed to reestablish popery, 
came over with his army aud knocked at 
the gates for admittance, and the heroic 
and defiant reply was—‘‘No surrender.” 
He then and ultimately failed and they 
triumphed. That seige seemed to be the 
pivot on which the cause of liberty turned 
in Great Britain. James afterwards fought 
with his son-in-law, King William, on the 
Boyne, and met a Waterloo defeat. A 
vivid description of the field where the 
battle was fought was given, which the 
lecturer fully inspected. 

Belfast is the most flourishing city in 
Ireland. A century ago it contained only 
about 12,000 inhabitants. It resembles an 
enterprising American city. Its shipyards, 
factories, etc., show a most remarkable 
prosperity. 

Dublin, the capital, with much greater 
advantages, resembles Cork more than Bel- 
fast. The farther one goes South in Ire- 
land, with vastly richer soil and other 
natural advantages, the more wretched is 
the people. The reason for this difference 
is quite evident. Dublin has Trinity 
| College, founded just 300 years ago. It 
has sent out some eminent men, including 
Goldsmith an! Burke, Its library, which 
is one of the most valuable in Great Britain, 
contains several literary relics of remark- 
able interest, which the lecturer described. 
One is a Latin Bible printed in 1500 by the 
direction of Pope Sixtus Fifth, and pro- 
nounced by him absolutely perfect. Ac- 
companied with a bull declaring an ana- 
thema upon any who did not receive it 
in every particular. Shortly afier another 
pope. 

Clement Eighth detecte 1 in it two thou- 
sand mistakes, and called in the copies as 
far as possible, and issued a corrected edi- 
tion. This book is in an excellent condi- 
tion, aside from the 2,000 mistakes marked 
in it. 

The prospect for home rule in Ireland is 
not very bright at present. If a law grant- 
ing this were passed by Parliament, there 
would certainly be a revolution, the prot- 
estants of Ulster declaring that they would 
not submit to it and would offer armed re- 
sistance. They declare that they are pros- 
pering under the present liberal British 
rule, and that if a Parliament were in 
Dublin, they would be in a helpless minor- 
ity, and that ruin would be the result to 
their freedom and prosperity, and therefore 
are ready to resist to the death if necessary. 


School Census. 


The LepGer of Tuesday quoted the 
figures of the school census of Fitchburg, 
a city which in 1890 had a population of 
over 22,000 and has now over 25,000. The 
number was 4,248. The census of the 
school children of Quincy has just been 
completed by Mr. E. E, Fellows under the 
direction of the Superintendent of Schools, 
and he tinds this city to have 4,377 between 
the ages of five and fifteen. This is 129 
more than Fitchburg, although Quincy's 
population is 5,000 less. It is evident 
therefore that the percentage of school 
| children inthis city is very large, and it

An important meeting of the City Coun- 
cil was held Monday evening. It was 
nearly four and one-half hours long, 
and many important matters were put 
through the final stage, as will be seen by 
the extended report below: 

Councilman Duffield was the only ab- 
sentee, and it was a pleasure to see Presi- 
dent Thompson again in the chair. 

The Milton Boundary. 

The Mayor forwarded a communication 
of the Selectmen of Milton, requesting that 
representatives of the Quincy City Govern- 
jment meet them at 9 A. M., Thursday, 
June 9, to preambulate the Milton-Quincy 
boundary. 

Upon motion the chair appointee a com- 
mittee of three, Councilmen Morton, New- 
comb and Powers. 

Sewerage System. 

A communication of the Mayor called 
the attention of the Council to the need of 
some plan of sewerage, requesting that the 
subject be considered. He suggested pub- 
lic hearings and an application to the next

Referred to Committee on Sewers and 
Drains. 
$1,700 to Settle, 
A communication of the Mayor said the 


Superior Court had referred the claim of 
Horace O. Souther to an auditor, and his 
award was $1,541 together with costs and 
interest. 

An order for $1700 was subsequently 
offered and took its first reading. 

Street Sprinkling. 

A communication of the City Solicitor 
gave his opinion thet the Council had ex- 
ceeded its authority in including in the 
street sprinkling order streets not recom- 
mended by the executive department. 


Legislature for amendments to the Act al- | 


ance with the motion of Councilman Fed- 
erhen, but objection was made that no such 
vote was passed. 

The Council again went into the Com- 
mittee of the Whole, and the motion was 
passed, and when the committee rose it so 
reported, 

The report was accepted and also the 
amendments by the Committee on Streets. 

Councilman Fallon offered an amend- 

ment tostrike out T rail and insert flat 
rail. 
Further discussion followed, in which 
| Councilmen Litchfield, Holden, Moxon, 
Sherman, Fallon and Holt favored a flat 
rail, and Councilmen Bryant, Powers and 
Federhen favored the T rail. 

The emendment in favor of a flat rail 
was adopted by a rising vote of 12 tu 9, and 
the order was passed to be ordained by a 
unanimous vote. 

A motion during the debate to adjourn 
was lost. 

A motion of Councilman Gray to change 
the order of business, so that his resolution 
might be taken up, was lost. 

Street Watering. 

The Committee on Finance reported a 
substitut> order to sprinkle only the streets 
recommended by the Mayor, using the 
$1,000 in the budget, and $1,000 by assess- 
ment, It was substituted, and the order 
passed to be ordained by a vote of 20 to 1, 
viz:

Letter frourthe State House. 


Boston, June 8, 1892. 

The House Judiciary Committee has 
taken a long step forward in its plan to 
fight the lotteries by making all the 
paraphernalia of their business prima facie 
evidence that there has been a diawing, pre- 
ceded by a sale of tickets. If this finally 
gets upon the statute-book it will do much 
to strengthen the bonds of those who have 
been fighting the lottery evil for many 
years at a great disadvantage. What they 
report is an amendment to a Senate bill. 

The House has very quietly, without a 
word of debate, passed to be engrossed the 
registration bill which made so much 
trouble in the Senate, but that is because | 
it was so amended in the Senate on motion 
of Senator Parkman of Suffolk, a Repub- 
lican, as to remove all the objections the 
Democrats had to it. 

An effort was made to stir upa litile 
political breeze over the prohibitory issue. 
Mr. Charles of Boston, the Democratic 
leader, tried to put the Republicans on 
record for political ends, but to little pur- 
pose. No campaign material was made on 
the issue.

They had folding doors and hot-water 
urns; they put gratings to their win- 
dows, and made rockeries in their gar- 
dens. Their steelyards are excctly like 
those your own cheesemonger uses to 
weigh bis cheddars and Glo'sters. Their 
children had toys like ours—bears, lions, 
pigs, cats, dogs—made of clay, and 
sometimes serving as jugs also. Poor 
children! poor mothers! How did they 
fare in those three days of darkness and 
dismay? People wrote on walls and 
cut their names on seats, just as we do 
now. They kept birds in cages. 

In Naples today as you walk along the 
Chija you will find yourself in the midst of 
a herd of goats, with bells round their 
necks, exactly like those in the museum. 
They gave tokens at the doors of their 
places of entertainment—the people in the 
gallery had pigeons made of a sort of terra- 
cotta. They put lamps inside the hollow 
eyes of masks that adorned their fountains. 
They even made grottoes of shells—vul- 
garity itself is ancient. They ate sausages, 
and hung up strings of onions. They had 
siands for public vehicles, and the school 
master used a birch to the dunces. They 
put stepping stones across the roads, that 
dainty young patrician gentlemen and the 
pursy old senators might not soil their 
gilded sandals. It was never cold enough 
for their pipes to burst, but they turned 
their water on and off with taps, and their 
cook shops had marble counters. They 
clapped their offenders into the stocks— 
two gladiators were kept there eighteen 
hundred years. When their crockery 
broke they riveted it. At Herculaneum 
chere is a buge wine jer half buried in the 
earth, It has been badly broken, but is so 
neatly riveted—with many rivets—that it 
no doubt held wine as well as ever. Those 
rivets have lasted eighteen hundred years.

What would the housewife have said if 
some one had told her that her cracked pot 
would outlast the Roman empire ? 


Good Interest on a Dollar.

World’s Fair. 


A cablegram from London says that 
the original portrait of Pocahontas, paint- 
ed in 1612, has been secured for exhibition 
at the World’s Fair. The portrait is owned 
by Eustace Neville Rolfe, of Leacham Hall, 
Norfolk, who is a descendant of John Rolfe, 
whom Pocahontas married. 

Pope Leo XIII has shown the deep in- 
terest he feels in the World’s Fair and in 
America by deciding to exhibit at the Fair 
some of the rare treasures of art, litera- 
ture and history which the Vatican con- 
tains. Archbishop Ireland, now in Rome, 
has cabled this information, and asked for 
space forthe exhibit. The Vatican con- 
tains a collection of art and other treas- 
ures which cannot be duplicated, and 
which are priceless in value. The exhibit 
will, no doubt, contain many of the most 
interesting of these treasures, and will at- 
tract, perhaps, more attention than will 
any other display at tbe Exposition. 

Thirty-five of the forty-nine States and 
Territories in the Union have accepted the 
building sites assigned them on the Exposi- 
tion grounds, and have submitted to the 
construction bureau for approval the plans 
of the buildings they propose to erect. 
Nearly all the others, it is known, are about 
ready to take like action. Every State and 
Territory, with perhaps three exceptions, 
will erect a building. Quite a number of 
these buildings will be reproductions of 
historic structures, such as Independence 
Hall, Washington’s Mt. Vernon home, old 
Fort Marion, etc. 

Chief Samuels, of the Horticultaral De- 
partment, has already received donations 
of plants and flowers for the Exposition 
valued at more than $50,000. All prepara- 
tions forthe care of tender plants have 
been made, and large consignments are ex- 
pected soon from tropical countries. 


The Captain's Pudding. 


The following story is told of a sea 
captain and his mate. Whenever there 
was a plum pudding made, by the cap- 
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the captain, who, after helping himself, 
passed it to the mate, who never found 
any plums in his part of it. After this 
game had been played for some time, 
the mate prevailed on the steward to 
place the end which had no plums in it 
next the captain. 

The captain no sooner perceived that 
the pudding had the wrong end turned 
towards him than, picking up the dish 
and turning it round, as if to examine 
the china, he said: ‘ This dish cost me 
two shillings in Liverpool,” and put it 
down, as if without design, with the 
plum end next to himself. 

“Is it possible ?”’ said the mate, taking 
up the dish; ‘I shouldn’t suppose it was 
worth more than a shilling.’’

Children’s Throat Troubles. 


A child who has always had its own way 
is not likely to be willing to give it up when 
it is ailing and miserable, writes Elizabeth 
Robinson Scovil in a valuable article. 
Bribes and entreaties are of little use then. 
The wayward will, unused to discipline, is 
only strengthened by the weakness and 
weariness of the body. A wise physician 
said to me not long since that he had known 
cases where children’s lives had been sacri- 
ficed because they had not been taught to 
obey. No doubt any doctor of wide expe- 
rience could confirm this statement. Is 
not this a fact to make mothers ask 
themselves: ‘“‘Am I preparing my child 
for sickness as well as health? If not, 
what can I do toward it now, before it is 
too late?” 

It is usually in diseases of the throat that 
the greatest difficulty is found in inducing 
the child to submit to treatment. In diph- 
theria and scarlet fever it is sometimes im- 
possible to make any application to the ton- 
sils, either with spray or brush, without so 
exciting and frightening the poor little pa- 
tient that the consequent exhaustion tells 
sadly against its chances of recovery. 

Accustom a child to open its mouth and 
have its throat examined. It can be done 
playfully, giving a sugar-plum as a reward 
when ‘‘mother can see way down his 
throat.’ The little one will never suspect 
that he is acquiring a habit which may save 
his life.—Ladies’ Home Journal.

Editorial Correspondence, No. 1, 


Across the Continent—Pacific Cities and 
Towns, Fine Fruit, Flowers, etc. 

Having returned on Friday evening last 
afteran extended trip of over $000 miles, 
we will endeavor to give our readers briefly 
ashort account, from week to week, of 
what we saw on our way to and from the 
National Editorial Convention, which met 
in San Francisco May 24-26, 1892. 

We left Boston May 6 for Chicago, in a 
special Pullman car provided for New 
England delegates. Most of the editors in 
the car we were personally acquainted 
with, which made it quite pleasant for us 
at the start. We left on Friday at 3 o'clock 
from the Fitchburg depot, a very popular 
starting point for those wishing to visit 
Western cities. 

On leaving the Fitchburg road at Rotter- 
dam junction our car was attached toa 
train on the West Shore, which took us to 
Suspension Bridge, and from there to 
Chicago we passed over the Grand Trunk, 
arriving in the latter city the following 
evening, being but one night on the road 
to the famous ‘Windy City.’ The at- 
tractions over this route are good cars, 
polite conductors and quick time. 

In Chicago we had the pleasure of at- 
tending Dr. Ryder’s church in the morn- 
ing, with Bro. Thorndike and wife of 
Canton, and listened to avery able and 
eloquent discourse by the pastor, Rev. 
A. J. Canfield, D. D. In the afternoon, 
accompanied by H. H. McQuillen and wife 
of Dedham, Mr. and Mrs, Thorndike and 
Bro. C. J. McPherson of South Framing- 
ham, we visited Lincoln Park, one of the 
best in the city. We found a large collec- 
tion of animals from the buffalo to the 
prairie dog, and some beautiful flowers, 
but it was so cold and windy we were glad 
to return to the Auditorium Hotel. 

On Monday all the editors who desired 
were taken in private cars to the World's 
Fair grounds. We found many of the Ex- 
position buildings nearing completion, and 
the construction being pushed forward by 
more than 6000 workmen. Several 
thousand sightseers visit the grounds daily, 
and an admission fee of 25 cents is charged. 

On Monday evening, May 9, in two 
special trains, the delegates left Chicago 
for Kansas City over the Sante Fe route. 
After going a few miles the excursionists 
met with a slight accident,—one of the 
carson the train ahead of us got off the 
track, which detained us over an hour, 
This accident, together with the heavy 
rains which had washed the tracks badly, 
occasioned much delay, and it was 4.15 
ry. M. Tuesday, when we arrived at Kan- 
sas City, seven hours behind time, 

In Missouri, about 300 miles from 
Chicago, we began to notice handsome 
apple orchards in blossom and other signs 
of beautiful spring. But they had had so 
much rain that spring work by the farmers 
was backward. 

We passed acres after acres of flooded 
land along the track and saw many beauti- 
ful farms and fine herds of cattle; alsoa 
lot of black swine (no white ones) in the 
pastures. : 
arrived at Kingsley, 790 miles from Chicago, 
where our excursionists, 500 in number, 
found a nice breakfast. 

Soon we commenced crossing the big 
prairies in Kansas, where one can see for 
miles in all directions. Here and there a 
small house is seen, a mile or more from a 
neighbor, witha few small trees in some 
instances, which the farmer has set out in 
hopes to shade his home from the scorch- 
ing sun or the terrible winds, The houses 
look cheap and the land not much better, 
Good place to raise chickens as they can- 
not trouble the neighbors. When the farm- 
er wishes to go to church, or his children 
to school, a long distance must be traveled, 
as they are often many miles away; if not 
more than a dozen miles, you see the 
buildings when you start. There are a few 
pretty villages along the route, twenty-five 
or fifty miles apart, but very scattering. 
Farming must be pretty poor business in 
the western part of Kansas. Ww. P.

How to Drink Milk. 


Terpsichore gives a few practical hints 
about digestion as follows: 

Do not swallow milk fast and in such 
big gulps. Sip it slowly. Take four min- 
ules at least to finish that glassful, and do 
not take more than a good teaspoonful at 
one sip. 

When milk goes into your stomach it is 
instantly curdled. If you drink a large 
quantity at once, it is curdled into one big 
mass, on the outside of which only the 
juices of the stomach can work. If you 
drink it in little sips, each little sip is 
curdled up by itself, and the whole glassful 
finally finds itself in a loose lump made up 
of little lumps, through, around, and 
among which the stomach’s juices may 
percolate and dissolve the whole speedily 
and simultaneously. 

Many people who like milk and know its 
value as a strength-giver think they can- 
not use it because it gives them indigestion. 
Most of them could use it freely if they 
would only drink it in the way we have 
described, or if they would, better still, 
drink it hot. Hot milk seems to lose a 
good deal of its density, and one would 
almost think it had been watered, and it 
also scems to lose much of its sweetness, 
which is cloying to some appetites. 


A Complicated Instrument. 


The beak of the mosquito is simply a 
a tool box, wherein the mosquito keeps six 
miniature surgical instruments in perfect 
working order. Two of these instruments 
are exact counterparts of the surgeon's 
lance, one is a spear with a double-barbed 
head, the fourth isa needle of exquisite 
fineness, a saw and a pump going to make 
up the complement. The spear is the 
largest of the six tools, and is used for 
making the initial puncture; next the 
lances or knives are brought into play to 
cause the blood to flow more freely. In 
case this last operation fails of having the 
desired effect, the saw and the needle are 
carefully and feelingly inserted in a lateral 
direction in the victim's flesh. The pump, 
the most delicate of all six of the instru- 
ments, is used in transferring the blood to 
the insect’s “* stomach.’’— Discovery.

The Hot Wave. 


The hot wave struck Quincy Sunday, and 
drove many to the beaches for a breath of 
coolair. The hottest part of Sunday was 
about 4 o'clock P. M., after that a slight 
breeze sprung up, and it became cooler, 
being quite comfortable in the evening. 

Monday morning gave promise of being 
another hot day, and a rush was made to 
take off winter flannels. The storekeepers 
filled up their counters with straw hats, in 
anticipation of a good trade in this line of 
goods, and in this their anticipation was 
realized. As the day wore on it seemed to 
grow still hotter, and at noon the glass 
showed %7, or about 30 degrees above nor- 
mal, which the weather men at the post 
office building in Boston say should be 65. 

The afternoon did not seem to be any 
cooler and derby hats seemed to have taken 
wing, in fact the bell had rung and these 
headgears were laid aside until fall. 

In the evening after sunset the air was 
a little cooler and there was a little breeze 
whighaas neceixed with many thanks on 
up in the stores all day. 

Tuesday saw the beginning of another 
hot day and coats and vests went 
the way of the derbys. Those who had 
seersucker suits were not slow to put them 
on. 

The greatest hot wave which New Eng- 
land has experienced for over twenty years, 
in the month of June, was broken Tuesday 
evening by a west wind, and not by a time- 
honored easterly turn. Tuesday the ther- 
mometer crawled rapidly up from 83 at 
eight o'clock to 97 at two o'clock in the 
afternoon. 

That the hot weather of the first of the 
week is unprecedented is shown from the 
Signal Service observations, which give the 
maximum temperature in the month of 
June for the past eighteen years as 74.9 de- 
grees, But at about half-past six o'clock 
Tuesday evening thunder clouds began to 
poke their heads above the western horizon. 
At seven the skirmishers of what proved 
to be a dry tempest made the dust fly and 
threw up a lively chop sea in the harbor. 

The lightning was grand. Darting hith- 
erand thither across the great curtain of 
black, now forked, now sheet, it made an 
electrical display such as man never can 
equal, 

The storm was made by a wave of cold 
air moving across the country from the 
Rockies and forcing the New England hot 
wave before it. The hot wave through 
which we have just passed was reported 
over a week ago in Texas, where the ther- 
mometer registered 103 degrees. 

According to our telegraphic news col- 
umns, Quincy escaped luckily from the 
shower. At Greenfield it hailed, and the 
damage is estimated at $10,000; and at 
Bangor, Me., an excursion steamer was 
capsized and a passenger drowned.

Granite Situation. 


The Parniot’s attention has been called 
to a lengthy editorial comment in the June 
number of the “Stone” on the situation 
among granite men. It is reproduced in 
full below: 

The strike, or lockout, in the granite in- 
dustry, principally located in the New Eng- 
land States, has reached a magnitude that 
places it among the memorable strikes of 
the world. We, at this distance, who are 
without the pale of the influences that actu- 
ate the two parties in the contact, can 
hardly realize why so small a difference 
should result in so great a war. Logically, 
no war should have occurred, because, logic- 
ally, there was no reason for it. But the 
war has opened, nevertheless, and hence, 


its cause or causes. Here, again, your lo- 
gician is driven to the wall, so to say; ex- 
cept he assumes that the cause was due to 
the lack of mutual confidence. 

The New York Sun has, in a sense, truly 
described the contest as 

“The Tug Between Two Trusts.” 

In a way, at least, the expression is true. 
A trade’s union is a thing organized for a 
purpose to conserve the values and life con- 
ditions of its members. In the case of the 
Granite Cutters’ Union, or, as the Sun 
would have it, ‘“*The Granite Cutters’ 
Trust,”’ its purpose is that they shall not 
be injured by undue competition. In the 
case of the Granite Dealers’ Association, 
it is equally its purpose to ignore or destroy 
worthless and destructive competition. 
Both trusts, then, are, or at least should be, 
organized for the single purpose to make a 
day's wages and a cubic foot of stone have 
a stable and profitable exponent. But 


It Would Seem 
from the complexion of events that the 
society organized to maintain the status of 
a day’s wages, and the society organized to 
maintain the status of value of a cubic foot 
of stone, had agreed to disagree, and that 
the trust organized to defend the status of 
a day’s wages, that in its turn depends upon 
the status of value of a cubic foot of stone, 
flies at the throats of men who have com- 
bined to hold up the status of the cubic 
foot of stone upon which the real status of 
the day’s wages depends. Just why this is 
so, it would be difficult to define by any 
logical method of reasoning. 

But logical reasoning is not at stake in 
the controversy. It is either the false pride 
that would rather be wrong than beaten, 
or else it is that mutual distrust that can- 
not concede to the other party that hon- 
esty of purpose each claims for itself. The 
gravamen of the controversy seems to 
be in settlement of a data for the signing 
of contracts for the year. The employers’ 
association claims, 

And in Our Opinion with Reason, 
that the necessity of business requires that 
they should know, cn January 1,the wage 
scale, with its incident effect on costs, for 
the current building season—so that con- 
tracts, now on small margin, may be un- 
dertaken with the certainty that the wage 
scale may not operate meantime as a dis- 
turbing agent,through which the low pro its 
may not be changed into losses, Therefore, 
the claim of employers, that on January 
1, they should clearly know what the costs 
of operating will be before they close their 
contracts for the ensuing season, is entirely 
reasonable and business like, and conserva- 
tive to the interest of capital and labor 
alike. 

In rebuttal, the unions claim that they 
are willing to formulate on Feb. 1 the de- 
mands they would make on May1. The 
employers wrote a statement on October 
1 of the demands that would be made from 
them for January 1. So the contest is re- 
moved in fact from May and January to 
February and October. 

The Real Question, 

looking to the good of the whole trade, 
only requires that contracts, to be filled 
during the subsequent season, shal! have 
their bases settled at the beginning. If 
Jan, 113 & Gale Sumeicutly carly to admyt 
this it is strange that so slight a difference 
could not be settled without an expensive 
and suicidal war. 

In the West the stone-cutters, conuac 
tors and others interested have 
reached the system of January settlements, 
and a great cause of friction and injustice 
has been removed. There is no evidence 
that the unions have weakened themselves 
in the least by this concession. The strike 
among the granite-cutters seems to be due 
more to a belief that their employers are 
insincere, and that they are only seeking a 
January settlement in order to place them- 
selves in position toundermine and disin- 
tegrate the unions during the dull months 
of the winter. On the other hand, the em- 
ployers believe that the unions only refuse 
to considera January settlement because 
on May 1, when business is brisk, they may 
better control the conditions they would 
inaugurate on May 1. 

This brings the case to the point where 
its genesis is purely due to want of con- 
fidence. We can see no earthly reason 
for such a feeling. 

Both Sides are Strong 

enough for self-protection, and faithless- 
ness would fail of its point. If the em- 
ployers actually contemplated au arrange- 
ment in January that they deliberately 
intended to destroy, the fact would not 
alter any of the conditions the unions now 
have in May. And ifthe employers were 
to accept a settlement in May under stress 
of force, there is nothing to hinder them 
from abrogating it in January, when the 
unions claim they have all the advantage. 
The alteration of dates does not alter the 
condition of force on either side, and views 
to the contrary are purely imaginary. 

So far as the granite industry is affected 
by the monument trade, any date of settle- 
ment would be a matter of indifference. 
But with the building and paving trades it 
is very different. All such are predeter- 
mined, planned, ard the raw material con- 
tracted for early in the year, aud by the 
first of May such material is largely on the 
ground and being put in place by the build- 
ing mechanics. 

The Necessity 

for a quarryman and contractor to know in 
advance what the costs of his summer 
operations is to be before he closes his fu- 
ture contracts, is essential to the stability 
of his business, and equally so the men 
whose wages are based on the prosperity 
and stability of the same business. 

The Philadelphia Times thus very strik- 
ingly puts the suicidal effect of the war: 
“Nor is the loss to the New England gran- 
ite industry likely to be confined to Phila- 
delphia, where two of our most prominent 
edifices, the Reading Terminal and the 
Betz building, will be compelled to change 
the material by eliminating New England 
granite. It will also effect many of the 
most imposing structures in New York and 
other cities, aud the industry that will 
thus be sacrificed 


Will be Lost Forever, 
as other building materials will necessarily 


take the place of the granite contracted 
for.”’ It is not possible to estimate the in- 
direct and permanent losses that will fol- 
low a prolonged quarrel, nor why the 
unions should not accept a date elsewhere 
conceded, by both sides, to be the best for 
the activity and prosperity of the whole in- 
dustry. 

However this strike, or lockout, may 
end, it is clear unless justice is conceded 
that peace will be only an armed truce. 
Whether men or employers be driven to 
accept the views of the other, the beaten 
party will remain unsatisfied, and a sullen 
acquiescence take the place of the mutual 
confidence and respect that ought to exist. 

The Men Should Accept 
January 1 as the time for formulating 
their schedule for the ensuing year, and 
the employers should remember that if 
their men mean to abrogate their contracts 
in May, that they will do it justas quickly 
whether the acceptance be given in Octo- 
ber or January. January 1 is a good place 
to meet on, and it would seem as if so 
slight a difference should not be allowed to 


is causing. Themen seem to see in the 
employers’ association only a machine or- 
ganized purposely to break down the 
unions, and there is where the animus of 
their want of confidence lays. They 
should borrow counsel from their own ex- 
perience, and know that the disasters of 
unregulated competition in stone material 
has been quite as severe as the competition 
among laborers has been. There are too 
many applicants for the same job, whether 
it be to furnish stone for a state house, or 
for a situation at the banker. Both par- 
ties should forever give up any idea to de- 
stroy the organization of the other, and 
both unite for the amelioration of evils 
that will require their united strength.” 


IN ANOTHER column will be found a com- 
munication relative to the movement to 
secure a road exhibit at the World's Fair.

The Legislature has been stirred up, and 
has taken the initiative in a movement de- 
signed to secure the exhibition on an ex- 
tensive and elaborate scale a’ the World’s 
Fair of methods of road making and sam- 
ples of road-making machinery. Good 
roads are a necessity of civilization, pro- 
vision for which has been sadly neglected 
in this country.

camel A New Officer. 

A communication of the Mayor said the 
law required the appointment of an in- 
spector of animals and provisions. He had 
appointed Dr. J. M. Cutting, subject to 
confirmation. Appointment confirmed. 

Water Commissioners. 


A communication of the Mayor informed 
the Council of the passage of the amend- 
ments to Water Act. It provided that the 
Council should determine the salaries and 
he recommended that the matter receive 
early consideration. He further recom- 
mended that the salary of each be $150. 
Referred to the Committee on Salaries. 

Common Victuallers. 

Upon motion of Councilman Gray, the 
order of business was changed, whereupon 
he offered the following: 

Resolved,—That in the judgment of this 
Council it is unwise and against the moral 
welfare of this city, to grant a common 
victualler’s license to any person who keeps 
and offers for sale on Sunday, fruits, con- 
fectionery, tobacco, cigars, ice cream, and 
drinks of any kind or nature. 

Councilman Gray, who is a member of 
the Committee on Licenses, claimed that 
such licenses, which were used merely as a 
cover, it was against the interests of the 
city to grant. They were asked mainly 
that the applicant might keep open shop 
on Sunday. Quincy was a temperance city, 
and many of these places kept strong drinks. 
Church-going people object to these places 
being opened Sunday, and so do the busi- 
ness men, who close their stores. He 
moved that the vote be taken by yea and 
nay vote, and it was so voted. 

Councilman Warner opposed the resolu- 
tion. There was no occasion for its pas- 
sage. He was opposed to returning to the 
old blue laws. He was a church going man 
himself and saw no objection to smoking 
Sunday. 

Councilman Fallon thought there was 
spite in the resolution. That some of the 
applicants were as worthy as some who 
already had licenses. 

Councilman Federhen opposed the reso- 
lutions. Because some had violated their 
licenses it was no reason why others should 
be refused. It was the duty of the police 
to enforce violations. 

Councilman Moxon was also opposed to 
such a sweeping resolution. 

Councilman Litchfield was opposed to 
giving these parties a license, if it was to 
be used as a cover. 

Councilman Pratt favored the resolution. 
He thought of the two already granted, 
neither could furnish a square meal, and 
that one was a nuisance, 

Councilman Gray maintained that the 
resolution was not a sweeping one but 
aimed only at those who made little pre- 
tense to furnish meals. 

A motion to lay on the table was lost. 

Deputy Langley was summoned at the 
request of Councilman Warner who asked 
him if there was any good reason why these 
licenses should not be granted. ‘The officer 
didn’t know that there was. 

Councilman Moxon was called to the 
chair and President Thompson left the 
Council chamber. 

Councilman Little opposed the resolu- 
tion, and claimed that Mr. Kane could fur-

Letter from the State House. 


15th, 1892 
Thursday's events bear out the promise 
of Wednesday. The committre to investi- 
gate charges of bribery held its meeting, 
and Messrs. Morse, of Holden, and Simonds, 
of Barre, told a straightforward story, how 
Horace K. Osborn, of Cambridge, an un- 
registered member of the lobby, had offered 
them $100 apiece to vote for the Cape Cod 
Canal bill, and $50 more to vote to refer 
Mr. Bennett's endowment bill to the next 
Legislature. The truth of the charges was 
practically confessed beforehand by Osborn, 
who ran away, and thus escaped the service 


of the warrant which was issued for his 
arrest. 


But in the face of the charge that the 
vote on the Bennett bill had been probably 
affected by bribery, the House went in, and 
by 81 to 111 refused to reconsider its vote 
that the bill be referred to the next Legis- 
lature. 

Friday’s session of the Bribery Investi- 
gating Committee developed nothing toward 
the accomplishment of the result. Osborn, 
who was charged with offering money to 
Messrs. Morse and Simonds, was present, 
and was represented by counsel, E. C. Gil- 
man, a Boston lawyer, whose face was 
familiar as one of the witnesses at the 
West End investigation. In behalf of Os- 
born, he said that as long as he had been 
arrested upon a criminal charge, and was 
under the jurisdiction of a criminal court, he 
had decided to accept the yosition in which 
he was placed, and to say nothing before 
the investigating committee, though he 
would have been willing to do so had he 
been summoned before the warrant for his 
arrest was issued. Upon hearing of this 
decision in the case, the committee voted 
to adjourn to one o'clock on Tuesday. 

With the end of the session of 1892 in 
sight, one can form something of an esti- 
mate of the Legislature. The Senate has 
been an able and industrious body, but its 
industry has been confined to afternoon 
sessions, for the Senate must always wait 
upon the progress of the House. The 
standard of ability has been higher than in 
many years, and there have been some good 
debators on both sides of the Senate. With 
all the character and ability in the upper 
branch, however, there are certain Senators 
who have the reputation that they must “be 
taken care of” if any bill is to pass which 
promises to affect a moneyed corporation. 

But it is the House which is the worst 
offender in this respect against public good. 
While most of the members are doubtless 
honest, yet there has been so much that is 
dishonest that the air of the State House 
has been more tainted by corruption than 
in any year I can remember. I have come 
nearer to facts of acriminal nature than 
ever before, and while I have not been able 
to get anything sufficiently strong as a ba- 
sis for prosecution, or even of public state- 
ment of names, yet there is no doubt of 
the truth that money has been used cor- 
ruptly in many cases, and that, if justice 
were done, some members of the Louse 
would be in the State Prison. Privately, 
names are mentioned, and details are given 
so conclusively that there is no doubt that 
much corruption exists, even if itis not 
tangible enough for action by the court. 
The rights of the people are bought and 
sold. Justice is slain where it should reign 
supreme. The slime of the corrupt dollar 
is on the statute book, and the trustful and 
worthy petitioner has no assurance that he 
will receive fair consideration. If he has 
money, he must expect to be subject to 
blackmail, levied by the gang of highway- 
men who have procured their election to the 
House. This evil cries out for redress, and 
the public must see to it that assuredly 
honest men are elected, if they do not 
want further corruption to prevail, and the 
rights of the people to be still further en- 
dangered. 

The house has lacked leadership and 
ability to dispatch business promptly. It 
wasted time extravagantly in the winter 
months, but it has been more faithful at 
the end than some, and the last days have 
not been disgraced by such disorder and by 
such promiscuous reference of unfinished 
business to the next legislature as has char- 
acterized some houses. 

The end of the Cape Cod canal scheme 
was reached in the Senate on Wednesday. 
First of all they refused to reconsider the 
rejection of the Bass river plan and the 
Cape and Coast bill on Tuesday, but they 
debated and admitted by 13 to 11 the bill 
which was favorable to the old company. 
Then the question came on ordering that 
to a third reading and they refused by 13 
to 17. So the scheme seem to be ended 
for another year. 

The session was so late before the Fast 
day matter came up that the judiciary 
committee reported that the governor's 
message in regard to discontinuing its ob- 
servance as a legal holiday be referred to 
the next legislature, and that was done. 

The State tax for this year will be 
$1,750,000. This is $250,000 more than it 
was for last year, but it has not been many 
years since it was $2,250,000, and several 
times it has been as high as $2,000,000. 

The Sons of Veterans have made a 
strong effort, led by Mr. Kilduff of Hol- 
yoke, to secure leave to parade in public as 
armed bodies, but the militia people object 
strenuously, and the young men themselves 
are not united on the matter, and so the 
bill has been killed. This has happened so 
for several years in succession. RULE.

STRAWBERRY DumpLinc. To a cup 
and a half of prepared flour add half a tea- 
spoonful of salt, and rub into it with a 
spoon a tablespoonful and a half of lard. 
Mix with enough of milk to make a, soft 
dough. Roll this dough into a sheet twelve 
inches in diameter, Butter a quart and a 
half bowl and line it with paste, leaving 
the dough hanging over the edge of the 
bowl. Fill the bow! with a quart of straw- 
berries well sweetened and bring the over- 
hanging edges of dough together over the 
berries. Steam an hour and a quarter. 
Serve hot. with a liquid sauce. For the 
sauce rub together half a cup of butter and 
a cup of powdered sugar. Add gradually 
two tablespoonfuls of milk and when thor- 
oughly mixed a cup of boiling water. Set 
the bowl containing it in a sauce pan of 
hot water and stir until quite smooth. 
Flavor with two tablespoonfuls of sherry.

Style of Ending Letters. 


Any one in the habit of perusing old let- 
ters is struck with the tone of great 
humility and deference which pervades the 
correspondence of our ancestors. 

A few specimens of the style of begin- 
ning and ending letters may prove inter- | 
esting as in striking contrast to the laconic 
“yours obediently,” ‘faithfully,’ or 
“‘trnly”’ of the present day. It would 
certainly be difficult to match the follow- 
ing subscription of a letter from the Duke| 
of Shrewsbury to Sir Thomas Hanmer, | 
dated September, 1713? ‘I desire you will 
believe, that wherever I am I shall always 
earnestly"endeavor to deserve, and very} 
much value, your friendship, being with a 
sincere esteem, sir, your most faithful and 
obedient servant—Shrewsbury.” 

Frequently one meets with bellicose sub- 
scriptions, asin the case of the Earls of 
Huntly and Errol, who, in 1594, threatened 
‘awful consequences ”’ to the magistrates 
of Aberdeen unless they released 
certain gentlemen imprisoned in their city, 
and subscribed, ‘‘ Yours as ye will, either 
present peac or weir.”’ 

The notorious Simon, Lord Lovat, who 
lost his head on Tower Hill for treason, 
was the most courtly of correspondents, 
Upon April 8, 1716, he concludes a letter 
to the Jacobite Countess of Seaforth thus, 
—‘I am, with true friendship anda great 
respect, madam, your ladyship’s most 
obedient and most humble servant— 
Lovat.”’ 

General Cadogan, the officer in com- 
mand against the rebels in 1716, writes to 
the same Countess threatening her tenants 
with military execution unless they deliver 
up their arms, and concludes—* I have the 
honor to be, with the greatest respect and 
consideration, madam, your ladyship’s | 
most obedient and most obliged humble 
servant—Wm. Cadogan.”

Hints for House Keepers. 


Grease may be :emoved from silk by 
applying magnesia on the wrong side. 

Fairy lamps in crystal and metal combi- 
nations make desiable illumination for 
banquets. 

Put old rubber rings of cans into weak 
ammonia water and they will again be- 
come elastic, 

Balsam of fir, as well as varnish, can be 
removed from the hands by applying a 
little lard, 

A penny or a large silver piece will re- 
move paint from glass readily. Just wet 
it and rub the paint. 

New tins should be set over the fire 
with boiling water in them for several 
hours before food is put into them. 

A tablespoonful of powdered borax ina 
pail of water will keep fine white flannels 
from turning yellow in washing. 

Never sun feather beds. Air them 
thoroughly on a windy day in a cool place. 
The sun draws the oil and gives the feath- 
ers a rancid smell. 

Hot cider vinegar will remove paint 
stains from glass, or nearly full strength 
oxalic acid used withaswab will produce 
the same effect. In using the latter care 
must be taken that it does not touch the 
hands or the paint.

Because 
pie is something that may be eaten on the |t 
run, while the great American enterprises 
may thus goon unimpeded by the loss of 


time. Overhasty feeding is the bane of 
American life. We are all of us becoming 
dyspeptics."’ 


Cost of an Epidemic. 


Dr. Thresh, the medical.officer fur the 
county of Essex, having obtained full re- 
turns of the late epidemic of influenza, 
estimates that no less than 540 persons 
died under the immediate attack, and that 
no fewer than 1,400 deaths occurred in the 
county from its direct or indirect influence. 
The monetary loss for the two months dur- 
ing which the epiedmic prevailed he states 
at no less than £50,000, on the basis of the 
loss of wages of adults calculated at twelve 
shiliings a week. He adds: “I am, how- 
ever, afraid that the county suffered from 
an epidemic among cattle, causing in the 
time the sam2 number of deaths and indi- 
cating the same pecuniary loss, the alarm 
produced would have been greater and 
more permanenot.’’ —British Medical Jour-

Across the Continent—Pacific Cities and 
Towns, Fine Fruit, Flowers, ete. 

On arriving at Colorada Springs, 1136 
miles from Chicago, on Wednesday even- 
ing, May 11, we were met by a committee 
who escorted us to the street cars, in which 
we were taken to the Casino at the foot of 
the mountains, where a grand reception 
had been provided for us by the Chamber 
of Commerce. Music, speaking and re- 
freshments were some of the attractions. 
Here we had the pleasure of meeting Miss 
Valentine, who a few years ago was one of 
the popular teachers at the Quincy High 
school,—at that time Mr. Keith and Miss 
Pfaffman were also instructors; also Mrs. 
Severy, wife of Judge Severy and sister of 
Mrs. Herbert. T. Rogers of Quincy. We 
had the honor of shaking by the hand 
George W. Childs, editor of the Phila- 
delphia Ledger and other distinguished 
citizens. 

On Thursday morning the editors were 
invited to be present at the dedication of 
the Childs-Drexel Home; a beautiful four 
story building erected as a home for Union 
printers, and which is most perfect in 
every detail. 

Colorado Springs has a population of 
13,000, and is situated 6000 feet above the 
sea level. It has a world-wide fame for its 
fine climate—characterized by a light, dry 
and electrical atmosphere, an abundance 
of sunshine and a preponderance of clear 
weather, It has fine hotels and business 
blocks and many beautiful residences. It 
is supplied with pure water from the sides 
of Pike's Peak, which can be seen in the 
distance covered with snow nearly the 
whole year. 

Many are the praises that have been 
sung of the charms and beauties of Mani- 
tou, which lies at the foot of Pike’s Peak, 
and five miles west of Colorado Springs. 
Thousands of tourists have attested to her 
charms asa pleasure and a health resort. 
Close by are the Grand Caverns, which 
have been visited by thousands with great 
pleasure. Also, the Garden of the Gods, 
where some of the most wonderful and 
marvelous rock formations can be seen. 
Those at the entrance are 330 feet high; 
Cathedral Spires and Balance Rock among 
many others are objects of special interest. 

We excursionists left Colorado Spring 
about 3 o’clock on Thursday afternoon and 
arrived at Pueblo, Col., about 5. A band 
of musicians were at the station enlivening 
the occasion as we came in. The Board 
of Trade had invited the editors to stop a 
few hours and view their city, which we 
kindly accepted. 

On arriving we found carriages ready to 
take us about the city. Col. Taylor, a 
genial gentleman, formerly of Maine, was 
our driver, and he gave us a delightful 
ride around the lake and other pleasant 
parts of the city. In the evening we 
visited the Mineral Palace, a magnificent 
Egyptian structure, costing $100,000 and 
covering an area of 434 by 244 feet. 
The main building is of wood veneered 
inside and out with marble, slates, por- 
phyries and jaspers. The roof is composed 
of twenty-eight domes, the central one is 
seventy-five feet in diameter. The build- 
ing isa wonder of the Western country. 
At the palace we saw many fine cabinets of 
minerals collected in the State. We were 
entertained by music, speaking and dancing 
until it was time to continue our journey. 

Pueblo has made a remarkable growth. 
In 1880 it had a population of less than 
5000; it now numbers over 50,000. In

On 
returning to the railroad station we met 
Mr. and Mrs. C. D. Sayre and Mrs. Pope, 
Mrs. Sayre’s sister. The ladies are natives 
of Quincy and daughters of Elihu Spear, a 
brother of Capt. Edward A. Spear. They 
were much pleased to meet some one from 
Massachusetts, and more so from their 
native town.

The Doctor’ Bills, 


The cases of Dr. J. F. Welch, Dr. J. H. 
Dr. J. M. Sheahan and Dr. S, M. 
Donovan, physicians of Quincy, against 
the Old Colony Railroad, to recover for 
professional services rendered to victims of 
the railroad disaster in Quincy in August, 
1890, was settled Thursday by the filing in 
the Suffolk County Superior court of the 
award of the arbitrators to whom had been 
left the matter of settling the amount due. 

The doctors were engaged by the compa- 
ny at the time of the terrible disaster on the 
railroad to attend to the patients who were 
at the Quincy Hospital and other places. 
Dr. J. F. Welch conducted the corre- 
spondence for the four, and seems to have 
been brought into more prominence than 
the others; in fact, the Boston dailies say 
nothing of the other physicians, and allow 
the company to show their vindictiveness 
against Dr. Welch. His bill was the largest 
because he was on duty at the hospital ev- 
ery day, and had the care of the largest 
number of patients. Among these were 
Mrs, Martha Haile, Mrs, E. C. Bailey, Mas- 
ter Harry Welch, Judge Edwards, Miss 
Martha E. Chase, and Miss Ruth Black- 
burn. 

The Old Colony settled liberally with all 
the doctors for services on the day of the 
accident, giving them each about $150, and 
settled with one of the physicians as his 
patients were discharged. The four plain- 
tiffs made out their bills on the same basis 
as the one who settled, but were not as 
fortunate in getting their pay. ‘The com- 
pany wanted to leave the cases out to three 
arbitrators of its own choice, but the prop- 
osition was refused. It was finally agreed 


to leave the matter to two disinterested 
men, Dr. George M. Garland and Dr. Mor- 
ris Richardson.
